THIRTY-SIXTH  SESSION. 


WEDNESDAY,  January  10,  1883. 

The  thirty-sixth  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  began  at  Madison,  the  capital  of  said  state,  the 
second  Wednesday,  being  the  10th  day  of  January,  1883. 

Pursuant  to  law,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  of  said  day,  the  senate 
was  called  to  order  by  Hon.  Sam.  S.  Fifiela,  lieutenant- 
governor.

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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  : 

You  are  assembled  under  auspicious  circumstances.  The 
year  just  gone  has  been  to  our  state  and  people  a  prosperous 
one.  The  true  interests  of  labor,  agriculture,  manufacture, 
comnrierce,  and  of  every  department  of  Industry  have  be^ii 
happily  subserved.  Individual  success  and  happmess  among- 
our  citizens  have  been  general  and  phenominai.  The  cause 
of  education,  so  vital  to  a  free  people,  has  made  great  and 
substantial  advance,  and  our  progress  as  a  state  has  been 
in  every  way  marked  and  gratifying. 

FINANCES. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  state  is  verv  satisfactorv. 

The  cash  in  the  treasury  on  the  .*3()th  day  of  September. 
1881,  belonging  to  the  general  fund,  was  85>87,953.35i;  the  re- 
ceipts of  this  fund  for  the  fiscal  year  were  J^l, -^63,074.90,  and 
the  disbursements  were  81,180,807.54,  and  the  cash  in  the 
treasurv,  September  30,  1882,  was  $304,*22().fi8.  The  disburse- 
ments from  this  fund  were  88,544.14  leiis  than  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1881,  and  the  cash  in  the  treasury  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  870,207.30  more  than  at  the  corres- 
ponding date  the  previous  year. 

The  receipts  of  tne  trust  funds  during  the  fiscal  year  have 
been  81,000,054.31;  the  cash  in  the  treasury,  September  30, 
1881,  was  8548,340.88;  the  disbursements  from  the  trust  funds 
during  the  fiscal  year  were  81,44(5,888.21,  and  the  cash  in  the 
treasury  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1882,  was  8162,412.98. 
Of  the  trust  funds,  the  sum  of  8798,312.50  was  during  the 
fiscal  year  invested  in  United  States  bonds;  the  sum  of 
870,882.17  was  loaned  to  towns  and  school  districts,  and  the 
sum  of  8141,447.03  was  paid  out  of  the  trespass  fund  to  the 
beneficiaries  under  the  law. 

SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  for  the  school  fund  are  given 
in  the  Secretary's  report  at  8320,159.00,  of  which  amount 
8130,000  was  for  United  States  bonds  which  had  been  called 
in  during  the  year.  The  disbursements  from  this  fund  are 
reported  at  8470,901.12,  all  of  which,  except  the  sum  of  8387.- 
02  refunded  for  overpayments,  is  invested  according  to  law 
in  interest-bearing  securities.  The  total  amount  of  school 
fund  now  at  interest  is  82,805,278.23,  and  the  cash  balance 
belonging  to  the  fund  is  87,707.35.    The  school  fund  income 
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during  the  year  amounted  to  $197,333.30,  of  which  amount 
the  sum  of  $185,166.42  was  apportioned  to  the  different 
counties  for  school  purposes. 


UNIVERSITY   FUND. 

There  has  been  paid  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $24,483.81 
to  the  university  fund,  nearly  all  of  which  was  in  payment 
of  interest-bearing  securities  falling  due;  and  there  has  been 
invested  of  this  fund  during  the  year  in  United  States  bonds 
the  sum  of  $52,862.50.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there 
was  of  this  fund  $228,438.83,  all  of  which  was  at  interest 
save  $2,966.39  cash  on  hand. 

The  agricultural  college  fund,  which  now  inures  to  the 
benefit  of  the  university,  amounted  on  the  30th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1882,  to  $279,689.84,  of  which  $274,385.37  was  bearing 
interest. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  normal  school  fund  on  the  30th  day  of  September, 
1882,  amounted  to  $1,165,041.20,  all  of  which  save  $17,969.62 
was  invested  in  interest-bearing  securities.  The  income 
from  the  fund  during  the  year  was  $85,594.98,  all  of  which 
was  disbursed  for  the  benefit  of  the  normal  schools. 


DRAINAGE  FUND. 

The  receipts  of  the  drainage  fund  for  the  year  were 
^85,012.93,  almost  entirely  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands,  and 
the  disbursements  were  $48,542.59.

ST.  CROIX  AND  LAKE  SUPERIOR  R.  R.  TRESPASS  FUND. 

The  St.  Croix  and  Lake  Superior  R.  R.  trespass  fund  con- 
sists of  moneys  collected  by  tne  state  for  trespasses  upon  the 
land  grant  made  to  the  state  by  acts  of  congress,  approved 
June  3, 1856,  and  May  5, 1864,  commonly  known  as  the  "St. 
Croix  and  Lake  Superior  Land  Grant."  Under  chapter  46, 
laws  of  1869,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  these  lands  have 
been  protected  by  the  state,  and  the  moneys  collected  held  in 
trust  —  less  the  expense  of  collection  —  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  the  roads  entitled  to  said  grant.  This  fund  on  the  30th 
day  of  September,  1881,  amounted  to  $186,084.88,  and  there 
has  been  collected  during  the  year  8139.24.  There  has  been 
disbursed  from  this  fund,  in  accordance  with  chapter  198  of 
the  laws  of  1882,  to  the  companies  entitled  thereto,  the  sum  of 
$141,447.03,  and  there  remained  in  the  treasury  on  the  30th 
day  of  September,  1882,  $42,367.07.    I  required  the  companies 
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receiving  payments  under  the  law  to  give  to  the  state  full 
lease  and  acquittances,  and  a  full  and  complete  guaranty  fi>r 
the  protection  of  the  rights  of  any  other  claimants,  shoi^ld. 
there  be  any. 

EXPENDITURES  AND  REVENUES. 

The  secretary  of  state  makes  the  following  estimate  of  tlie 
expenses  to  be  defrayed  from  the  treasury  during  the  year 
beginning  January  1,  1884,  and  of  the  revenues  of  the  state 
for  that  period:

This  estimate  shows  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  le^s- 
lature  to  provide  the  sum  of  6100,000  for  the  year  1884,  which 
will  be  two-tenths  of  a  mill  on  the  assessed  valuation. 

CONTIGENT  FUND. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Governor's  Contingent  fund 
on  January  8, 1883,  was  81,835.27,  and  the  expenditures  there- 
from during  the  year  were  8774.79.  In  view  of  the  possible 
demands  upon  this  fund  the  next  two  years,  I  reconunend 
that  the  sum  of  82,000  be  appropriated  therefor  at  the  pres- 
ent session. 

WAR  DEBT. 

The  account  between  the  state  of  Wisconsin  and  the 
United  States  for  the  direct  war  tax,  as  shown  by  the  state- 
ment of  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  United  States  Treasury, 
stands  as  follows:  Amount  due  the  United  States  September 
30,  1881,  8207,085.16.  During  the  year  there  has  been  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  state,  8150,539.59,  leaving  a  balance  due 
the  United  States  of  851,145.57.  There  are  now  before  the  de- 
partments for  adjustment,  claims  which  will  he  allowed  and 
credited  to  the  state,  amounting  to  820,000. 

The  state  claims  as  due  from  the  United  States  a  balance 
of  889,845.04  upon  the  claims  presented  by  her  for  the  equip- 
ment and  payment  of  troops  during  the  war.  This  balance 
has  all  been  disallowed  by  the  accounting  officers,  and  con- 
sists of  various  items  ranging  from  810  to  8300.  Many  of  the 
items  have  been  ruled  out  for  want  of  proper  vouchers  and 
evidence,  and  it  is  probable  that  with  considerable  research 
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and  labor  many  of  the  items  may  yet  be  allowed,  but  I  do 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  incur  expense  m  that  direction  without 
first  receiving  legislative  sanction. 

PUBLIC  LANDS. 

The  sale  of  public  lands  during  the  fiscal  year  was  218,395.84 
acres,  at  prices  varying  from  fifty  cents  to  three  dollars  per 
acre.  The  report  of  the  commissioners  shows  that  there  is  now 
on  hand  nearly  1,000,000  acres  of  public  lands;  that  there  are 
nearly  240,000  acres  not  yet  put  in  the  market  and  that  there 
have  been  selected  during  the  year  67,000  acres  for  which  the 
state  will  soon  receive  patents.  These  selections  were  made  by 
sending  a  competent  man  into  the  field  to  examine  each 
tract,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  work  has  been  faithfully 

?3rformed  and  that  thereby  the  state  has  secured  good  lands, 
he  commissioners  in  their  report  suggest  cogent  reasons 
for  some  changes  in  the  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  lands, 
to  the  end  that  the  state  may  be  enabled  to  obtain  prices 
nearer  the  value  of  the  land  sold.  I  commend  the  suDJect, 
and  the  suggestions  of  the  commissioners  thereon,to  your  care- 
ful consideration.  The  commissioners  also  ask  that  section 
258  of  the  revised  statutes  be  amended,  so  as  to  give  a  wider 
field  for  the  investment  of  the  trust  funds.  This  subject 
likewise  demands  serious  attention. 

EDUCATION. 

The  report  of  the  state  superintendent  affords  great  cause 
for  satisiaction  as  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  state, 
and  for  a  full  discussion  of  the  special  subjects  that  may  re- 
quire your  attention  I  would  refer  you  to  his  report.  There 
seems  to  be  no  want  of  harmony  in  the  various  parts  of  our 
school  system,  and  with  the*  general  development  and  pro- 
gress we  have  every  reason  to  be  pleased. 

The  attendance  at  schools  of  pupils  between  the  ages  of 
seven  and  fifteen  years,  the  time  when  all  children  ought  to 
attend  schools,  is  eighty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  whole  num- 
ber in  the  state  between  those  ages.  This  precentage  proves 
Wisconsin  to  be  fairly  equal  to  the  older  eastern  states  in 
appreciation  of  school  privileges.  The  total  valuation  of 
school  property,  including  bufldings,  sites,  libraries,  etc.,  is 
^5,614,938.  The  total  amount  expended  for  public  and  pri- 
vate schools  during  the  school  year  was  82,577,402.  I  need 
not  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  fostering  our  com- 
mon scnool  system  and  promoting  in  every  way  the  cause  of 
popular  education. 

UNIVERSITY. 

The  board  of  regents  of  the  university  report  satisfactory 
progress  in  all  departments :  that  the  appropriation  of  last  year 
nas  been  judiciously  expended,  but  that  there  are  yet  some  re- 
pairs greatly  needed  in  making  the  older  buildings  what  they 
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should  be.  The  ambition  of  the  young  for  a  higher  and  ad- 
vanced education  cannot  be  too  liberally  encouraged,  and  I 
commend  all  the  needs  of  this  institution  to  your  liberality. 
The  departments  of  agriculture  and  practical  mechanics 
would  seem  to  demand  j)articular  notice.  The  experiments 
of  the  Professor  of  Agriculture,  made  by  virtue  of  special 
appropriations  of  the  Legislature,  upon  Amber  cane  and  the 
ensilage  of  fodders,  have  been  in  large  measure  completed, 
and  Prof.  Henry  reports  that  beyond  a  doubt  su^ar  and 
syrup  can  be  profitably  made  from  Amber  cane  in  this  State, 
and  that  the  soil  of  the  State  is  particularly  well  adapted  to 
the  growing  of  Amber  cane.  The  Professor  likewise 
reports  that  his  experiments  with  ensilage  of  fodders 
demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  food  product  for  stock  can  be 
greatly  increased  at  very  little  cost  to  the  farmers.  He  also 
reports  that  there  is  still  needed  an  appropriation  of  $600  to 
pay  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  for  six  months'  services, 
and  I  hope  this  will  receive  your  early  attention.  The 
interests  represented  by  the  farmer  and  the  mechanic  ai^e 
second  in  importance  to  none  other,  and  any  legislation 
which  will  stimulate  the  efforts  of  either,  or  which  will 
open  the  door  to  more  comprehensive  and  intelligent  effort, 
will  be  profitable  in  the  long  run  to  the  commonwealth.  To 
this  end  I  recommend  that  there  be  appropriated  annually 
the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  an  experimental  station  on  the  University 
farm,  and  I  also  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the 

Eiiblication  and  distribution  of  reports  of  the  experiments 
eretofore  made,  and  of  such  as  shall  be  hereafter  made. 

NORMAL   SCHOOLS. 

There  have  been  H48  students  in  attendance  at  the  various 
Normal  Schools  during  the  year.  There  have  been  31  gradu- 
ated and  1)1  licensed,  and  there  are  now  employed  in  the  public 
schools  of  tlie  State  330  graduates  of  the  Normal  Schools,  and 
1,053  undergraduates.  Sixty  institutes  have  been  held  in  51 
counties,  with  a  total  attendance  of  3,88'^,  and  at  an  expense 
of  $6,433.  The  regents  report  the  schools  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  and  earnestly  endeavoring  to  perform  the  work 
assigned  to  them. 

STATE  PRISON. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  confined  in  the 
state  prison  at  Waupun  348  persons.  The  total  cost  of  main- 
taining the  prison  for  the  past  year  has  been  $47,751.33,  of 
which  the  prisoners'  earnings  have  furnisned  $31,129.30;  re- 
ceipts from  visitors  were  $193.50  making  the  net  cost  to  the 
state  of  supporting  the  institution  $lf),45>8.53.  The  broad  dis- 
tinction between  tne  confirmed  criminal  and  a  man  who  has 
committed  his  first  offense,  and  who  by  judicious  training 
may  be  restored  to  self-sustaining  and  self-respecting  citizen- 
ship, leads  me  to  the  belief  that  the  legislature  might,  with 
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much  propriety,  devise  some  method  by  which  the  courts 
should  determine  whether  the  offense  was  the  first  or  not, 
and  that  the  sentences  should  be  such  that  the  public  would 
be  protected  from  the  depredations  of  the  habitual  criminal. 
The  board  of  control,  in  their  report,  have  recommended  a 
system  of  indetenninate  sentences.  While  the  matter  should 
receive  your  earnest  consideration,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say 
whether  the  criminal  who  makes  crime  a  profession  should 
be  sentenced  to  police  supervision  when  his  term  of  impris- 
onment has  expired,  or  tne  sentence  of  imprisonment  should 
be  indeterminate. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  boys  in  attendance  at  the  state  industrial 
school  at  Waukesha  on  September  30th,  last,  was  299;  average 
attendance  during  the  year,  321.  There  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year  95  boys;  discharged,  160.  The  gathering  to- 
gether of  tfie  wayward  and  incorrigible  boys  from  every  com- 
munity, compelling  them  to  attend  school,  teaching  them  hab- 
its of  industry  and  obedience  to  just  authority  and  endeavoring 
to  impress  their  minds  with  just  conceptions  of  the  true  dignity 
of  manhood,  is  one  of  the  most  humane  and  profitable  duties 
of  the  state.  But  the  work  requires  a  most  studious  and 
pains-taking  watchfulness  to  avoid  the  liability  of  making 
the  inmate  more  incorrigible  or  narrow  and  contracted  in  his 
usefulness  by  too  long  reliance  upon  the  institution  for  ad- 
vice and  support.  The  boy  is  sentenced  before  the  age  of 
14  and  may  be  kept  there  until  he  is  18;  and  I  have  serious 
doubts  as  to  whether  the  term  of  attendance  is  not  too  long; 
as  to  whether  the  institution  should  not  be  rather  more  a 
school  and  somewhat  less  a  penal  institution.  There  is  some 
force  in  the  view  that  if  a  boy  cannot  be  reformed  in  two  or 
three  years  so  that  he  can  properly  conduct  himself  in  the 
community,  longer  attendance  in  such  an  institution  is  not 
only  useless  to  him,  but  is  fraught  with  danger  to  his  com- 
panions, and  may,  and  probably  always  does,  exert  a  very 
injurious  influence  upon  the  newer  an(i  younger  inmates  of 
the  institution. 

BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  who  have  received  treat- 
ment at  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Mendota  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  was  650.  The  number  discharged  recov- 
ered was  49;  improved,  59;  unimproved,  56.  The  total  cost 
of  this  hospital  for  the  year  was  $95,648.37,  being  a  weekly 
cost  per  capita  of  $3.92.  At  the  commencement  of  the  past 
year  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane  had  under  treat- 
ment 512  patients;  admitted  during  the  year,  225;  total,  737. 
Of  these  tnere  were  discharged  recovered,  64;  improved,  2C); 
unimproved,  30.  The  number  present  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  564;  average  for  the  year,  529.  The  cost  of  main- 
taining this  hospital  was  $98,160.02,  which  is  equal  to  a 
weekly  cost  per  capita  of  $3.57. 

2-«.  J. 
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I  am  constrained,  by  the  great  importance  thereof,  to  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  proper  care  of  the  insane.    The  laivs 
of  the  state  now  provide  a  very  mixed  system  for  the  care  of 
the  insane;  a  portion  are  cared  for  under  a  state  system:  a  por- 
tion under  a  county  system,  and  a  portion  under  a  combined, 
state  and  county  system.   Whether  all  these  different  systenas 
in  operation  at  the  same  time  throughout  the  state  work  ad- 
vantageously to  the  unfortunates  and  to  the  state,  or  which 
one  of  the  systems  is  the  most  humane  and  economical,  are 
subjects  to  which  you  cannot  give  too  much  care  and  study. 
I  cannot  believe  that  it  is  conducive  to  the  well-being  of  so- 
ciety or  properly  discharging  the  duty  we  owe  to  the  insane, 
to  care  for  tnem  within  tlie  walls  of  county  jails  and  alms- 
houses.   The  insane  are  cared  for,  that  society  may  be  pro- 
tected from  dangerous  lunatics  being  at  large,  and  humanity 
dictates  that  we  secure  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  those 
who  are  thus  unable  to  care  for  themselves.    It  is  not  the 
full  discharge  of  this  duty,  however,  that  we  keep  the  in- 
sane from  doing  harm,  or  even  that  we  make  them  happy ; 
they  have  a  right  to  be  cured  when  possible,  for  they  are 
thereby  returned  to  society  and  take  from  the  state  a.  life- 
long charge.    That  this  care  and  attention,  so  much  desired,, 
can  best  be  secured  in  state  institutions  and  under  state  su- 

Eervision,  I  am  firmly  convinced,  and  I  have  thus  urgently 
rought  the  subject  to  your  attention  for  the  reason  that, 
unless  speedy  action  be  taken  upon  it,  large  local  expendi- 
tures under  the  present  system  will  have  been  made,  thereby 
precluding  a  change  hereafter  without  serious  loss. 

INSTITUTE   FOR   DEAF  AND   DUMB. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  the  institution  for 
the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  at  Delavan,  during  the 
past  year,  was  244;  of  these  there  were  present  September 
30,  1882,  182;  average  attendance  during  tne  year,  170.  The 
total  cost  of  supporting  this  institution  for  the  year  was 
$:34,375.04.  which  amount  represents  a  weeklv  cost  per  captia 
of  $3.7tJ. 

At  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind  at  Janes- 
ville.  there  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year  a  total  of  82 
pupils,  ot  whom  there  were  present  on  the  last  day  of  the 
fiscal  year,  57;  average  attendance  for  the  year,  6:3.  The 
total  cost  of  supporting  this  institution  was  SlG,72r>.l7» 
equal  to  a  weekly  cost  per  captia  of  $5.11. 

STATE   BOARD   OF  SUPERVISION. 

Full  details  of  the  expenditures,  work  and  needs  of  the 
charitable,  reformatory  and  penal  institutions  of  the  state 
are  contained  in  the  annual  report  of  the  board  of  supervis- 
ion, which  will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration.  This 
board  has  performed  its  difficult  duties  in  a  laudable  and 
satisfactorv  manner,  with  considerable  saving  to  the  state. 
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The  manner  in  which  the  state's  duty  in  properly  caring  for 
and  protecting  the  humblest  of  the  unfortunates  in  the  char- 
itable and  benevolent  institutions  is  discharged  cannot  be 
too  cautiously  guarded,  and  the  power  of  legitimate  and  in- 
telligent visitation  and  inspection,  as  desired  by  the  board  of 
cheurities  and  reform,  can  at  least  result  in  no  harm. 

CHARITIES  AND   REFORMS. 

The  state  board  of  charities  and  reform  has  the  power  of 
inspection  of  all  public  and  private  charitable  and  correc- 
tional institutions  in  the  state,  excepting  the  six  state  insti- 
tutions. Their  report,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer,  shows  the  semi-state  institutions  —  the  Milwaukee* 
county  insane  asylum  and  the  Milwaukee  county  house  of  cor- 
rection —  to  be  in  excellent  condition;  that  there  are  0  v^  county 
jails,  w^ith  7,936  prisoners  during  the  year,  and  255  at  the  date 
of  the  report:  that  the  jails  are  generally  in  good  condition, 
but  they  report  that  there  are  a  few  in  such  wretched 
condition  ana  so  insecure  that  they  should  be  condemned  if 
there  were  any  power  competent  to  do  so.  Of  the  poor- 
houses,  39  in  number,  with  1,859  inmates  during  the  year, 
and  1,179  at  the  date  of  the  report,  they  say  the  condition  is 
good,  and  that  the  class  of  dependent  population  is  as  well 
cared  for  as  is  considered  desirable.  The  increase  of  pri- 
vate benevolent  institutions,  both  in  number  and  resources, 
as  reported,  speaks  well  for  the  benevolent  disposition  of  the 
people  of  the  state.  The  board  make  numerous  recommen- 
dations, and  they  should  be  carefully  considered.  They  ask 
that  their  power  of  visitation  be  extended  to  the  six  state 
institutions,  and  this  recommendation  meets  my  approval. 

THE  NATIONAL  GUARD 

fully  meets  the  constitutional  standard  in  being  in  the  strict- 
est sense  •'  well  regulated,"  and  its  energies  are  being  well 
directed  to  the  attainment  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  rifle 

1)ractice,  guard  and  camp  duty.  The  maximum  fixed  by  the 
egislature,  in  pursuance  of  its  constitutional  authority,  of 
35  companies,  with  a  membership  of  3,335,  has  been  reduced, 
in  the  interests  of  more  compact  organization  and  economy, 
to  33  companies,  with  a  membership  of  2,247. 

Under  the  authority  of  chapter  102,  laws  1SS2,  tents 
and  camp  equipage  sufficient  to  comfortably  encamp  400 
men  have  been  purchased  and  about  two-thirds  of  the  force 
ordered  into  camps  of  instruction  for  six  days,  with  results. 
that  ami>ly  justify  the  expense. 
The  results  obtained  in  the  administration  of  the  force,  in 

Eroportion  to  the  expense  incurred  in  its  behalf,  will  favora- 
ly  bear  the  most  critical  comparison  with  those  obtained  in 
aiiy  of  the  states.  For  full  details  I  refer  you  to  tlie  reports 
of  the  adjutant  and  quartermaster  generals,  and  I  especially 
ask  your  attention  to  the  practical  suggestions  of  tl\e  adju- 
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tant  general,  and  particularly  with  reference  to  the  war 
records,  which  should  be  carecl  for  and  preserved  at  an  early 
date. 

INSURANCE. 

The  valuable  report  of  the  insurance  commissioner  shoAvs

The  commissioner  recommends  the  passage  of  a  law  pre- 
scribing a  unifomi  policv  contract.  I  have  no  doubt  that  such 
a  law,  properly  guarded,,  would  simplify  the  liability  of  the 
companies  for  losses  and  avoid  many  misunderstandings 
upon  the  part  of  the  people,  which  now  grow  into  expensive 
litigation,  and  is  well  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

RAILROADS. 

The  year  qust  closed  has  been  one  of  more  than  usual 
activity  in  railroad  enterprise,  both  in  the  volume  of  business 
and  in  the  building  of  new  roads. 

On  June  30,  1881,  the  various  companies  doing  business  in 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  reported  to  the  railroad  commissioner 
a  total  mileage  of  3,142.4.*)  miles;  the  mileage  reported  June 
:J0,  J  88*2,  was  3,475.73,  an  increase  during  what  may  be  termed 
the  railroad  year  of  333.3  miles.  From  June  30  1882,  to  the  end 
of  the  calendar  year,  December  31,  1882,  358.01  miles  of  rail 
were  laid,  making  a  total  mileage  of  3,833.74  miles  of  rail- 
road in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  December  31,  1882.  The 
number  of  miles  built  during  the  calendar  year  was  390.29. 

The  prediction  contained  m  mv  message  to  the  legisla- 
ture one  year  ago,  of  an  increased  amount  of  railroad  con- 
struction during  the  year  1882,  has  been  amply  verified,  and 
an  almost  trackless  region  of  unbroken  forest  is  now  being 
transformed  into  thriving  villaijces  and  prosperous  homes, 
adding  to  the  state  neeaed  railroad  facilities,  and  vastly 
increasing  its  taxable  values.  If  we  except  the  vear  1871 
and  the  year  1873,  the  great  years  of  railroad  building  in  this 
count rv,  the  vear  1882  stands  foremost  in  railroad  construe- 

tion. 

The  Wisconsin  railroad  earnings  from  June  30, 1881,  to  June 
:M),  1882,  were  $18,705,428.32,  an  increase  of  $3,287,255.71  for  the 
year;  being  an  average  per  mile  of  S5,()39.10,  an  increase  of 
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earnings  per  mile  of  $824.5^5.  The  total  cost  of  operating  the 
railroads  of  the  state  was  $10,270,740.45,  leaving  as  net  earn- 
ings $8,488,081.87:  the  operating  expenses  per  mile  were 
$3,088.24,  and  the  net  earnings  per  mile  of  operated  road 
were  $2,550.91.  The  total  number  of  j)assengers  carried  upon 
the  roads  of  the  state  was  3,011,073,  equal  to  102.231,759  pas- 
sengers carried  one  mile  at  an  average  cost  per  mile  of  a 
trine  less  than  2.83  cents.  There  were  5,499,321  tons  of 
freight  carried;  an  equal  of  813,414,402  tons  carried  one  mile: 
and  the  average  rate  per  mile  on  each  ton  carried  was  a 
little  less  than  1.61  cents,  which  is  a  decrease  of  ,07  of  a  cent 
per  mile  on  each  ton  of  freight  carried. 

The  regulation  of  railroads  by  state  authority,  as  a  power 
for  good,  is  no  longer  a  matter  of  experiment  oV  doubt.  To 
be  of  the  highest  good,  however,  it  does  not  need  to  be 
clothed  with  rigorous  exactions  or  arbitrary  authority.  The 
laws  should  be  fair  and  impartial  to  all,  and  while  guarding 
and  protecting  with  unerring  certainty  every  right  and  in- 
terest of  the  people,  they  should  be  adequate  to  tlie  just  pro- 
tection of  the  real  rights  of  capital. 

The  railroad  companies  doing  business  in  the  state  paid 
during  the  year  $580,328.58  toward  the  revenue  of  the  state; 
but  sleeping  cars  are  running  upon  all  roads  of  any  consid- 
erable magnitude  in  the  state,  and  upon  most  of  the  lines 
they  are  owned  by  foreign  companies,  which  make  no  report 
of  their  cost  or  their  earnings,  and  while  they  are  wealthy 
and  money  making  corporations,  they  pay  no  revenue  to 
the  state.  This  is  wrong,  and  the  error  snould  be  corrected 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  railroad  commissioner  svstem  in  Wisconsin  has  been 
a  success,  and  while  the  complaints  have  not  been  numerous 
they  have  always  received  prompt  attention.  I  am  informed 
that  during  a  long  term  of  years  not  a  single  case  of  litiga- 
tion has  grown  out  of  a  complaint  lodged  with  the  commis- 
sioner, but  in  every  instance  an  amicable  adjustment  has. 
been  had,  satisfactory  to  all  parties  concerned.  It  has  been 
found  much  easier  and  better  to  adjust  than  to  litigate,  and 
in  this  way  a  better  spirit  has  been  developed  and  main- 
tained between  the  people  and  the  railroad  corporations.  I 
see  no  reason  to  douot  that  the  harmony  now  existing  may 
continue  uninterrupted  for  years  to  come. 

AIR  LINE  LABORERS. 

Under  chapter  10,  laws  of  1882,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis and  Omaha  R'y  Company  deposited  with  me  the 
sum  of  $78,(KX),  and  gave  such  security  as  was  required  of 
them  to  save  harmless  the  state  from  any  liability  it  may  have 
incurred  in  feeding  the  laborers  then  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment by  the  failure  of  the  Chicago,  Portage  and  Su- 
perior R  R.  company.  There  have  been  paid  to  tne  laborers 
direct  $30,429.95;  to  the  purchasers  of  time  checks  $5,4^2.90, 
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and  there  was  pro-rated  to  the  subcontractors,  material  and 
supply  men  the  sum  of  $33,087.07.  The  work  of  finding  the 
amounts  due  and  disbursing,  the  sums  has  been  very  lai^e; 
numerous  claims  have  been  disallowed  and  manjr  have  been 
cut  down.  The  claims  of  the  officers  and  engineer  corps 
have  been  disallowed,  and  the  question  litigated  in  the  su- 
preme court,  and  the  rejection  of  such  claims  fully  sustained 
oy  the  court.  The  security  exacted  from  the  company  to 
which  the  grant  was  made  by  chapter  10  has  been  found 
ample  to  protect  the  state  against  all  liability  incurred  in 
feeding  laborers  and  otherwise. 

FISHERIES. 

The  commissioners  of  fisheries,  working  without  pay,  have 
merited  approbation  for  the  success  of  their  work.  They 
have  distributed  during  the  year  nearly  a  million  of  trout 
fry,  and  are  preparing  to  add,  during  the  coming  year,  white 
fish  and  wall-eyed  pike.  It  is  suggested  that  in  many 
•counties  in  the  state  it  would  be  very  profitable,  and  is  al- 
most necessary,  that  there  be  a  fish  warden,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  see"  that  the  laws  for  the  preservation  and  pro- 
tection of  fish  are  duly  executed.  The  expenditures  made 
by  the  fish  commission  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  $7,712.66, 
and  they  estimate  that  their  expenditures  for  the  next  two 
years  will  be  $8,000  a  year.  Tnis  enterprise  is  one  that  is 
now  fostered  by  almost  every  State  in  tne  union,  and  Wis- 
consin is  not  behind  in  the  progress  made. 

IMMIGRATION. 

By  a  reference  to  the  tables  of  the  report  of  the  board  of 
immigration,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  57,952  immigants  ar- 
riving in  Milwaukee  during  the  calendar  year,  31,758  have 
found  homes  in  our  state;  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  fully 
10,000  more  have  gone  into  Wisconsin  direct  from  Chicago 
without  passing  through  Milwaukee.  The  great  majority  of 
these  new-comers  have  settled  in  the  norrthern  parts  of  the 
state.  Thev  were  chieflv  small  farmers  and  farm  laborers 
from  Germany  and  Norway  and  Sweden,  and  will  become 
important  factors  in  developing  the  agricultural  and  other 
natural  resources  of  Northern  Wisconsin.  The  disburse- 
ments of  the  commission  have  been  $5,147.88. 

ILLUMINATINCJ  OILS. 

The  state  supervisor  of  inspectors  of  illuminating  oils  re- 
ports the  workings  of  the  inspectors  of  oils  throughout  the 
state  and  the  names  of  the  various  inspectors  appointed  by 
him.  He  reports  that  there  have  been  onlv  two  accidents 
reported  to  him  that  proved  to  be  "  lamp  explosions;"  and  he 
suggests  some  amenaments  to  the  law  relating  to  illuminat- 
ing oils,  and  I  commend  his  report  to  your  careful  con- 
sideration. 
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LEWISTON  LEVEE. 

* 

The  Lewiston  levee,  provided  for  by  chapter  138,  laws  of 
1882,  has  been  completed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and 
the  commissioners  nave  drawn  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  state  therefor.  The  entire  cost  of  the  work  was  $9,000, 
and  the  general  government  has  assumed  the  payment  of, 
♦3,000,  and  the  town  of  Lewiston  has  agreed,  by  its  board  of 
supervisors,  to  keep  the  levee  in  good  condition  and  repair 
for  twenty  years. 

OVERFLOW  OF  FOX  RIVER. 

In  conformity  to  the  request  contained  in  joint  resolution 
No.  31,  senate,  theattomeygeneralandmyself  visited  Wash- 
ington to  confer  with  the  proper  officers  of  the  government  as 
to  the  action  which  might  and  should  be  taken  to  abate  the 
overflow  in  the  Fox  river  andX*ake  Winnebago,  and  to  prevent 
future  injury  to  property  around  said  lake  and  along  said 
river.  By  agreement  with  the  government  officers,  and 
through  the  efforts  of  our  delegation  in  the  Senate  and  House, 
the  following  provisb  upon  the  subject  was  inserted  in  the 
clause  of  the  nver  and  narbor  bill,  making  appropriation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers. 

'^ Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  without  delay, 
cause  the  channel  of  the  Lower  Fox  river,  between  Lake 
Winnebago  and  the  upper  government  dam  at  Appleton,  to 
be  restored  to  its  natural  width  and  capacity,  and  shall  cause 
such  changes  and  alterations  to  be  made  in  the  dams  at  Men- 
asha  and  Appleton,  not  inconsistent  with  security  to  navi- 
gation, as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  to  and  maintain  the 
waters  of  Lake  Winnebago  and  Little  Butes  des  Mortes,  re- 
spectively, at  their  natural  height;  and  a  sufficient  amount 
of  said  sum  appropriated  is  made  immediately  available.'- 

It  only  remains  now  for  the  Secretary  of  War,  through  the 
engineer  department,  to  carry  out  the  plan  as  agreed  upon 
and  authorized  by  law.  It  is  hoped  that  action  will  not 
longer  be  delayed,  'and  that  the  plan  adopted  will' afford 
adequate  protection  against  injury  from  overflow,  and  that, 
too,  without  detriment  to  any  other  locality  or  property. 


C?APITOL  EXTENSION. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, the  Suprenje  Court  named  Hon.  N.  B.-  Van  Slyke  and 
Hon.  John  Winans,  and  the  State  Historical  Society  named 
Hon.  E.  W.  Keyes,  as  commissioners,  with  certain  of  the 
State  officers  named  therein,  to  contract  for  the  construction 
of  a  capitol  extension.  The  board  has  performed  this  duty 
with  much  care,  and  the  extensions  are  being  erected  in  a 
thorough  and  substantial  manner  and  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  within  the  present  year.  There  has  been  ex- 
pended of  the  appropriation  thus  far  the  sum  of  $49,217.89 
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for  work  already  completed,  the  State  retaining  as  a  guar- 
anty for  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract,  15  per  cent,  of  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  work  done. 

AGRICULTURE. 

This  is  the  foremost  interest  in  our  state  and  merits  your 
'most  considerate  attention.  The  societies  which  have  been 
organized  for  the  advancement  of  the  various  branches  of 
agriculture  should  be  liberally  sustained.  The  time  has  ar- 
rived when  means  should  be  provided  for  gathering  accurate 
monthly  crop  and  live  stock  reports  during  the  growing  sea- 
son, and  complete  labor  statistics,  and  their  prompt  circula- 
tion among  tne  people.  For  this  purpose  I  would  recommend 
that  you  provide  for  a  state  bureau  of  agricultural  and  labor 
statistics. 

THE  STATE  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETY 

has  been  of  material  value  to  the  farmers  of  the  state,  yet 
its  influence  for  good  could  be  largely  increased  if  it  received 
that  encouragement  which  its  importance  demands.  The 
society  is  now  embarrassed  by  indebtedness  amounting  to 
some  i»4,000,  caused  in  a  measure  by  a  clause  in  the  act  of 
last  winter,  appropriatinfj  two  thousand  dollars  upon  certain 
conditions  which  the  society  failed  to  comply  with.  I  rec- 
ommend that  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  acts  appropria- 
ting aid  to  the  state  and  northern  agricultural  society  be 
removed,  and  a  sufficient  amount  appropriated  to  pay  the 
indebtedness  of  the  former. 

DAIRYING. 

The  dairy  interest  of  our  state  has  grown  with  such  won- 
derful rapidity  that  it  stands  to-day  second  to  none  in  the 
Union.  Our  dairy  products  have  now  a  national  reputation 
and  are  eagerly  sought  in  the  markets.  The  Wisconsin 
dairymen's  association  is  accomplishing  great  good  in  edu- 
cating farmers  to  better  methods  and  improved  appliances, 
and  should  be  encouraged  by  a  liberal  appropriation. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  people,  at  the  last  election,  ratified  the  constitutional 
amendments  submitted  by  the  last  legislature,  and  which 
amendfe^iltehkye  now  beqome  apart  pf  the  constitution  of  the 
state.  TThere  will' be  ho  general  election  until  i884,  aiici  this  is 
the  first  of  the  biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature.  This 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  appropriations  for  state  purposes 
should  be  for  two  years  instead  of  one  as  heretofore. 

PHARMACY. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  organized  under  the  act  of  the 
last  legislature  by  the  selection,  from  the  ten  names  submit- 
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ted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  T.  H.  Spence,  A.  H. 
HoUister,  F.  Robinson,  A.  Conrath  and  E.  B.  Heimstreet,  and 
they  have  entered  upon  their  work,  and  I  believe  the  law 
has  operated  very  satisfactorily  to  the  druggists  throughout 
the  state. 

SPECIAL  LEGISLATION. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  which  stands  as  ar- 
ticle 4  of  the  constitution,  prohibiting  special  legislation  in 
the  cases  therein  enumerated,  there  has  been  a  persistent 
and  quite  successful  effort  to  evade  it.  The  metnod  most 
popular  is  to  make  grants  of  powers  and  privileges  to  indi- 
viauals,  their  associates  and  assigns.  A  great  manv  such 
grants  of  very  valuable  and  important  franchises  and  priv- 
ileges have  been  made,  and  made  in  a  manner  which,  in  my 
judgment,  is  dangerous  to  the  public  interests. 

These  grants  were,  before  tne  adoption  of  the  constitu- 
tional amendment,  usually  conferred  upon  corporations; 
when  so  conferred  they  were  subject  to  repeal  or  alteration 
under  the  "  reserved  power  "  contained  in  the  constitution. 
Very  many  of  those  which  have  been  granted  to  individ- 
uals, and  which  the  legislature  will  doubtless  be  called  upon 
to  grant  to  individuals,  could  be  obtained  by  the  organiza- 
tion of  corporations  under  the  general  laws,  and  if  so  ob- 
tained, would  be  taken  and  held  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
state  to  revoke  or  modify.  These  franchises  granted  to  in- 
dividuals become,  when  accepted,  property.  They  generally 
involve  the  expenditure  of  more  or  less  moneyl  and  there 
is  great  danger  that  they  would  be  held  by  the  courts 
to  be  irrepealeable  contracts,  and  beyona  the  power 
of  legislative  revocation  or  control.  It  is  palpably  un- 
wise to  make  any  grant  of  powers,  franchises  or  privileges^ 
which  may  affect  the  public  interests,  without  reserving  to 
the  legislature  the  right  to  repeal  or  alter  the  same,  when- 
ever in  its  judgment  tne  public  interest  shall  so  demand. 

I  recommena  that  no  such  grants  be  made  by  special  act  in 
cases  where  the  object  can  be  attained  under  general  laws 
now  existing,  or  which  can  be  properly  enacted,  and  that  in 
all  cases  where  a  special  grant  seems  to  be  necessary,  there 
be  inserted  in  it  a  clause  reserving  the  right  to  at  any  time 
revoke  or  modify  it. 

I  also  suggest  to  you  the  utility  of  considering  whether  a 
general  law  may  not  be  framed  under  which  cities  may  be 
or^nized  as  efficiently  and  well  as  by  special  act.  If 
this  can  be  done  it  will  diminish  materially  special  legisla- 
tion, and  will  save  a  considerable  amount  to  tne  people. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  thus  sought  to  communicate  to  you  briefly  but  in- 
telligibly "the  condition  of  the  state,"  with  such  recommoda- 
tions  in  the  premises  as  I  deem  expedient. 

I  assure  you  of  my  cordial  and  dilligent  co-operation  in 
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every  proper  effort  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people,  and  to 
secure  to  them^  v?hat  they  are  entitled  to  demand,  an  honest « 
economical  and  efficient  government.

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REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

T(f  the  Ho)torab1e.  the  Legislature: 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  his  excellency,  the  governor 
under  the  provisions  of  section  19,  chapter  2W,  laws  of  1881, 
a  committee  to  visit  the  several  state  institutions,  having 
performed  the  duties  assigned  them,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: — 

We  entered  upon  our  duties  December  18th  at  Janes ville. 
visiting  there  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind. 
Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Little,  suderintendent.    At  the  time  of    our 
visit  there  were  fifty-seven  pupils  in  attendance,  cared  for  by 
a  superintendent,  a  matron;  three    literary  teachers,    two 
music  teachers  and  two  teachers  of  handicraft,  besides  the 
necessary  employes  and  servants.    A  thorough  inspection  of 
the  builaings  was  made  from  sub-cellar  to  attic,  and   the 
whole  found  in  good  condition  in  every  respect.    There  are 
abundant  accommodations-  for  a  much  larger  number  of 
pupils,  and  we  are  persuaded  there  are  blind  children  in  the 
state    who     ought     to     attend     this     school     and     who 
would      be      there      if      their      parents      or      guardians 
were       properly       advised      of      its        advantages      and 
of  the  fact  that  the  state  provides  tuition  and  board  without 
charge.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  efforts  made  by  the  board 
of  supervision  and  the  superintendent  to  gather  in  such 
children,  may  be  successful,  and  that  their  expectations  of 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  may  be  fully  realized. 
None  of  the  pupils  were  sick  while  we  were  there,  but  sev- 
eral of  them  exhibited  defects  of  constitutional  vigor  which 
gives  those  having  the  care  of  them  continual  anxiety  and 
requires  unremitting  vigilance. 

We  were  well  pleased  with  what  we  saw  in  the  general 
assembly,  in  the  school  rooms,  and  in  the  departments  of  the  ■ 
superintendent  and  matron.    The  pupils  appeared  to  be  con- 
tented and  happy,  and  to  be  making  commendable  progress 
in  their  literarv,  musical  and  handicraft  studies. 

The  limited  number  of  pupils  and  the  great  degree  of  dis- 
ability incident  to  blindness,  in  connection  with  the  teaching 
of  music  and  handicraft,  serve  to  make  the  per  capita  ex- 
penses at  this  institution  larger  than  elsewhere.  Proper 
economy,  however,  seems  to  be  enforced  in  all  departments, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  possibility  of  an  increased  at- 
tendance, we  recommend  that  appropriations  for  (*urrent  ex- 
penses be  made  as  requested  by  tne  state  board  of  supervis- 
ion. 

DEAF  AND   DUMB. 

From  Janesville  the  committee  went  to  Dele  van,  and  vis- 
ited the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb. 
Prof.  John  W.  Sniler,  superintendent,  where  we  found  191 
pupils.    Here  as  at  Janesville,  the  utmost  good  order,  clean- 
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liness  and  decorum  prevail.  The  school  rooms,  printing- 
office,  shoe  shop,  dormitories,  kitchen,  laundry  and  out  build- 
ings, were  carefully  inspected.  System,  thoroughness  and 
enthusiasm  were  everywhere  apparent,  and  as  a  result,  satis- 
factory progress  is  made  in  every  department,  and  the 
school  is  a  credit  to  the  state,  and  ah  honor  to  the  officers 
and  teachers  connected  with  it.  Instruction  is  given  in 
articulation  to  all  pupils  who  show  any  aptitude  for  acquir- 
ing speech,  and  it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  bear  witness  to 
the  success  which  characterizes  this  department  of  the  work 
of  the  school. 

We  are  persuaded,  however,  that  while  a  few  will  attain 
to  practical  facility  of  speech,  yet  for  the  many  the  sign  lan- 
guage and  writing  wnl  remain  the  best  if  not  the  only 
method  of  communicating  with  their  fellows. 

The  present  capacitv  of  the  buildings  is  now  well  nigh 
reachea.  and  should  there  be  any  considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  additional  accommodations  will  have 
to  be  provided.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  however, 
that  with  little  expense,  sufficient  room  may  be  made  for  the 
natural  increase  of  the  next  two  years,  "and  by  that  time, 
more  certain  information  will  be  obtainable  as  to  the  actual 
needs  of  the  school  in  this  direction.  If,  however,  it  should 
become  necessary  to  use  the  attic  in  the  main  building  for 
dormitories,  for  which  it  is  well  adapted,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  before  it  is  occupied,  an  additional  exit  be  made 
therefrom,  by  constructing  a  stairway  at  its  south  end,  in  or- 
der to  facilitate  escape  in  case  of  fire.  For  the  same  reason 
'we  approve  the  views  of  the  board  of  supervision  in  the  mat- 
ter of  protection  against  fire. 

As  stated  in  their  report,  the  conditions  upon  which  the 
appropriation  of  S5,(K)0.()0  for  this  purpose  was  made  last 
winter,  could  not  be  complied  with,  and  the  board  has  not 
drawn  any  part  of  the  money.  It  is  now  proposed  to  lay 
some  pipe  in  the  yard  connecting  with  the  powerful  force 
pump  m  the  engine  room,  and  locate  hydrants  at  convenient 
points,  to  which  hose  may  be  attached,  so  that  one  or  more 
streams  of  water  mav  be  brought  to  bear  upon  ever}-  build- 
ing at  any  point.  The  sum  of  $1,5()().(K)  it  is  thought  will  be 
sufficient  for  this  purpose,  and  we  recommend  that  this  sum 
be  appropriated  therefor.  If  further  experience  shall  show 
that  tne  room  now  occupied  by  the  boilers,  engine  and  laun- 
dry, will  be  needed  for  pupils'  dormatories;  a  new  building 
can  be  erected  for  them  at  the  base  of  the  hill,  and  the  water 
supply  there  obtained  connected  with  the  mains  and  hy- 
drants as  now  proposed. 

The  estimate  of  the  Board  for  current  expenses  is  $4(.),(MM) 
per  annum.  This  provides  for  an  increase  of  the  instruc- 
tional force  for  the  expected  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils, 
and  for  repairs,  which  have  hitherto  been  provided  for  by  a 
special  appropriation,  and  is  approved  by  tne  committee.* 
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STATE   PRISON. 

The  next  institution  visited  was  the  state  prison  at  Wau- 
pun.  Col.  Geo.  W.  Carter,  Warden  and  Steward,  where  we 
found  verv  much  to  commend  and  little  or  nothing  to  con- 
demn. Tfie  food  served  to  the  prisoners  was  of  good  qualitv 
and  inasmuch  as  every  prisoner  is  permitted  to  take  as  much 
bread  as  he  may  desire,  there  can  be  no  reasonable  complaint 
of  insufficient  quantity.  Indeed,  although  we  conversed 
wnth  many  prisonei's,  giving  them  ample  opportunity  apart 
from  any  officer  or  person  connected  with  the  prison  to  make 
known  any  grievances  they  might  have,  not  one  lodged  any 
complaint  with  us,  but  on  the  contrary  every  one  interro- 
gated on  that  point  stated  that  his  treatment  in  all  respect.s 
had  been  quite  as  good  as  any  one  could  expect  in  prison. 

The  records  kept  at  the  prison  are  very  full  ami  explicit, 
giving  an  account  of  everv  man  for  every  day.  and  all  that 
happens  to  or  concerning  fiim.  and  we  were  much  gratified 
to  observe  that  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  seem  zealous  to 
make  good  records.  This  comes  perhaps  very  largely  from 
a  desire  in  the  fii*st  instance  to  secure  the  "good  time" 
allowed  by  law  for  good  conduct,  but  it  tends  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  good  habits,  and  good  habits  are  prime  factors 
in  the  work  of  reformation  and  the  building  up  of  a  char- 
acter to  withstand  the  temptations  which  may  assail  them 
at  discharge. 

There  were  .JTn  prisoners  in  confinement  at  the  date  of 
our  visit,  and  this  number  has  been  increased  since  that 
date.  ( )nly  one  of  the  cell  rooms  is  occupied  as  yet.  but  this  is 
becoming  too  much  crowded,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to 
move  a  portion  of  the  prisoners  into  the  north  cell  room  early 
in  the  spring,  which  will  necessitate  the  employment  of 
additional  guards. 

For  the  five  years  commencing  with  January  1,  IS83,  the 
labor  of  all  the  able  bodied  convicts  has  been  let  to  Messrs. 
M.  D.  Wells  <&  Co..  of  Chicago,  at  fifty  cents  per  day,  which 
as  compared  with  the  rates  obtained  at  other  prisons,  more 
f avorablv  located,  is  considered  a  fair  price.  We  were  much 
surprised  to  find  so  large  a  number  of  the  prisoners  incapac- 
itated for  labor.  Several  of  them  are  old  and  infirm,  others 
insane  and  others  habitual  invalids.  After  deducting  these 
from  the  total  number  and  providing  for  the  necessary  prison 
work,  it  is  not  found  practicable  to  assign  more  than  about 
'^70  to  labor  under  the  contract.  The  ^oard  estimate  the 
current  expenses  at  this  institution  will  be  $54.9(K).(X)  per 
annum,  and  the  receipts  from  convict  labor  $39,0(H>.(M^  leav- 
ing $15,()00.(K)  to  be^supplied  by  appropriation.  We  recognize 
how  difficult  it  must  be  to  niake  satisfactory  estimates  for 
this  institution,  whether  of  expenditures  or  receipts,  but  our 
observation  leads  us  to  place  great  confidence  m  the  good 
judgment  and  discretion  of  the  board,  and  we  are  satisfied 
no  more  money  will  be  spent  than  is  necessary,  and  we 
therefore  advise  the  granting  of  the  appropriation  as  re- 
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quested.    We  are  also  persuaded  that  the  appropriation  for 
a  root  cellar  is  much  needed  and  should  be  granted. 


NORTHERN  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

From  Waupun  the  committee  visited  the  Northern  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane  at  Winnebago,  near  Oshkosh,  of  which 
Dr.  Walter  Kempster  is  superintendent.  At  that  date  there 
were  538  patients  under  treatment,  exhibiting  every  possible 
phase  of  insanity.  The  condition  of  this  hospital  has  been 
so  often  reported  upon,  and  its  reputation  is  so  well  estab- 
lished, that  it  will  suffice  to  say  that  we  found  it  in  good  order 
throughout,  and  corresponding  in  every  particular  to  our 
highest  expectations.  The  special  appropriations  made  to 
this  institution  last  winter  have  been  economically  expended, 
and  there  will  remain  considerable  balances  in  one  or  more 
of  the  funds.  No  special  appropriations  are  asked  for  at 
this  session. 

In  the  business  management  by  the  steward  the  utmost 
care  seems  to  be  given  to  purchases  and  issues,  and  as 
a  consequence  the  expenses  have  been  reduced  to  a  weekly 
per  capita  cost  for  the  past  fiscal  year  of  only  J^.'3.57  inclusive 
of  board,  clothing,  care  and  every  other  item  of  expense. 
At  the  same  rate  with  the  increased  capacity  afforded  by 
the  changes  made  during  the  past  year,  giving  accommoda- 
tions for  620  patients,  it  is  estimated  that  the  current  expen- 
ses for  the  ensuing  two  years,  including  repairs,  will  be 
S117,<500  per  annum.  The  amount  charged  counties  is 
$4:3,915.12,  leaving  $73,684.88,  or  say  $74.00  per  annum,  to  be 
supplied  by  appropriation. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

The  Industrial  School  for  Boys  was  visited  January  11th 
and  12th.  Very  considerable  changes  have  been  made  at 
this  institution  under  the  management  of  the  Board  of  Su- 

Servision.  Since  June  1,  1881,  the  number  of  inmates 
as  been  reduced  from  396  to  311.  This  is  due  partly  to  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  commitments,  but  more  largely  to 
the  efforts  of  the  present  board  to  find  places  for,  and  release, 
boys  who  had  been  in  the  school  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
action  of  the  board  in  this  particular  shows  them  to  be  in 
practical  sympathy  with  the  sentiments  so  well  and  forcibly 
set  forth  in  the  governor's  message.  The  following  table 
shows  the  length  of  time  the  boys  present  at  the  date  given 
had  been  in  school : 
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Over  9  and  less  than  10  veal's, 
Over  7  and  less  than  8  years. . 
Over  6  and  less  than  7  yeai-s. . 
Over  5  and  less  than  6  years. . 
Over  4  and  less  than  5  years. . 
Over  3  and  less  than  4  years. , 
Over  2  and  less  than  3  vears. , 
Over  1  and  less  than  2  yeare. , 
Less  than  1  year

Inquiry  as  to  the  reasons  why  l>oys  are  still  retained  five 
years  or  more,  develops  the  fact  that  in  most  of  these  eases 
the  boys  are  more  or  less  defective  mentally  or  physically,  or 
have  either  no  homes,  or  such  as  they  have  are  practically 
worse  than  none  at  all.  Corporal  punishments  have  also 
been  very  materially  reduced,  both  in  frequency  and  severi- 
ty, and  are  inflicted  now  only  by  the  Superintendent,  or  at 
his  express  direction.  The  discipline,  however,  appeared  to 
be  excellent.  In  the  school  rooms  the  boys  were  quiet,  at- 
tentive and  interested,  in  the  work  departments,  they  were 
skillful,  industrious  and  full  of  zeal,  and  upon  tHe  play 
ground  (in  the  snow  and  skating  on  the  ice)  as  noisy,  f roliclc- 
some  and  full  of  fun  as  anv  other  school  bovs. 

111  the  matter  of  diet  there  appears  to  have  been  a  greater 
degree  of  improvement  in  the  quality  and  variety  of  tne  food 
given  the  boys  than  the  reserved  statements  in  the  report  of 
the  board  would  lead  one  to  expect.  It  is  certain  that  the 
boys  think  they  are  much  better'fed  than  formerly,  and  our 
inspection  of  the  kitchen  and  bakery  confirms  tneir  state- 
ment as  to  the  present  excellence  and  variety  of  their  diet. 
It  is  none  too  good,  however,  and  should  be  kept  up  to  its 
present  standard, 

The  special  appropriations  made  to  this  school  last  winter 
have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
•  law.  The  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires  is  complete  in 
everv  respect,  and  can  be  intelligently  and  successfully 
handled  bv  the  officers  and  larger  bovs  of  the  school,  as  has 
been  amply  demonstrated  on  three  occasions  when  the  vil- 
lage autnorities  of  Waukesha  have  called  upon  the  super- 
intendent for  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires  in  the  village. 
A  supply  of  pure  water  for  ordinary  purposes,  but  ample  for 
any  emergency,  is  obtained  from  the  new  well,  which  is  2(> 
feet  deep  and  14  feat  in  diameter,  with  six  feet  of  water. 

For  the  ensuing  two  years  the  board  estimate  that  the  cur- 
rent expenses  may  reach  nearly  $50,0tK).()0  per  annum,  while 
the  sum  to  be  received  from  counties  is  somewhat  less  than 
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610,000.00,  which  leaves  840,000.00  to  be  supplied  each  year  by 
appropriation.  If  it  was  certain  that  the  number  of  inmates 
would  not  increase  we  think  these  estimates  might  safely  be 
reduced  at  least  83,000.00,  but  inasmuch  as  the  school  has  ac- 
commodations for  over  400  boy 3,  and  there  is  at  least  a  pos- 
sibility that  there  may  be  a  considerable  increase  in  number 
it  may  be  no  more  than  prudent  to  ^rant  the  appropriation 
as  requested,  particularly  as  the  law  is  very  stringent  in  re- 
gard to  incurring  indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  appropriation 
made. 

We  fully  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  board  in 
regard  to  the  desirability  of  erecting  a  straw  barn  and  root 
ceuar,  and  the  purchase  of  additional  real  estate.  The  tract 
of  land  containing  112  acres,  which  is  offered  to  the  state 
for  88,800.00,  adjoins  the  present  farm  and  is  in  every  way  a 
most  desirable  addition  to  it.  It  is  needed  to  furnish  the 
best  of  all  employments  and  industrial  education  for  the 
boys.  The  products  which  can  be  raised  from  it,  and  which 
are  needed  for  the  institution,  will  more  than  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  investment.  If  not  secured  now,  under  the 
option  of  purchase  arranged  with  the  owners,  it  is  altogether 
improbable  that  similarly  favorable  tenns  can  be  obtained 
in  the  future,  as  real  estate  in  that  vicinity  is  rapidly  ad- 
vancing in  value. 

During  our  visit  at  the  school  a  gentlemen  who  recently 
purchased  a  fraction  over  32  acres  of  land,  west  of  and  ad- 
joining the  112  acres  above  referred  to,  with  a  view  of  ulti- 
raatel^t  securing  a  j)art  or  the  whole  of  this  tract,  called  upon 
us  and  staled  that  if  the  state  should  make  the  purchase 
which  we  recommend,  he  would  like  it  to  buy  his  land  also, 
which  he  would  sell  at  the  same  rate  per  acre.  We  consider 
that  this  would  l)e  a  good  bargain  for  the  state.  The  land  is 
worth  all  he  asks  for  it  and  can  be  utilized  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school,  but  with  the  addition  of  112  acres  to  the  present 
farm,  the  further  addition  of  a  few  aci'cs  more  is  not  of  so 
much  importance.  Xeverthek^ss  if  the  legislature  should 
see  fit  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  smaller  tract  we 
think  the  money  would  be  wisely  expended. 

STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  last  institution  visited  by  the  committee  was  the  Wis- 
consin State  Hosi)ital  for  the  Insane,  of  which  Dr:  R.  M. 
Wigo-inton  is  superintendent.  The  number  of  patients  at 
the  (late  of  our  visit  was  isi.  exhibiting,  as  at  the  Northern 
hosi>ital,  almost  every  possible  phase  of  mental  aberration, 
but  all  cared  for  by  physiciiuis.  steward,  matron  and  attend- 
ants with  such  skill,  patience  and  intelligent  sympathy  as  to 
command  sincerest  commendation.  We  noticed,  however, 
in  going  through  the  wards  that  the  ventilation  is  defective 
ana  that  the  odor  of  escaping  gas  pervaded  almost  the  entire 
building.  The  former  defect  results  probably  from  faulty  con- 
struction and  perhaps  can  not  be  overcome,  but  the  matter 
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should  receive  attention  at  an  early  dav  and  such  remedies  be 
applied  as  the  construction  of  the  building  will  permit.  As  re- 
gards the  escaping  gas,  economy  as  well  as  comfort  demands 
that  the  old  fixtures  which  have  been  in  daily  use  for  more  than 
twenty  yeai*s  and  are  practically  worn  out.  should  be  replaced 
by  new  Ones.  This  we  understand  it  is  the  puq)ose  of  the 
Board  to  have  done.  The  expense  need  not  be  large,  and  by 
substituting  smaller  burners  in  many  nhices  where  but  little 
light  is  requirt»d.  the  saving  in  gas  will  offs(»t  a  large  portion 
of  the  cost. 

The  report  of  tlu^  Board  of  Supervision  gives  in  dc»tail  the 
manner  in  which  the  special  a])propriations  made  last  winter 
have  beon  expended.  The  new  bath  rooms  and  closets  con- 
stituted the  most  imi)ortent  item.  There  are  four  additions, 
each  three  stories  in  height,  in  the  rear  of  the  longitudinal 
sections.  Thev  were  well  plamuHi  an<l  substantially  built, 
and  give  entire  satisfaction  in  us(\  besides  increasing  the 
capacity  of  th(»  hospital  by  about  sixty  beds. 

Tlie  we(*kly  per  capita  cost  at  this  h()S])ital  for  the  fiscal 
year  was  ;J5  cents  more  thnn  at  the  Xorthern  Hospital. 
*Four-fiftlis  of  tills  excess  is  found  in  the  two  items  of  fuel 
and  lights,  and  is  largely  attributed  to  higln^r  rates  of  freight, 
the  necessity  for  hauling  the  (*oal  from  the  station  to  the 
hospital  and  the  great  distance  oi  the  boih^rs  from  the  house. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  patients  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  yt^ars  will  be  at  least  5->(),  aiKi  that  the  annual  cur- 
rent exp(*nses  may  reach  s=^1(m;,50().()().  The  sum  to  be  received 
from  counties  is  4l.4S7.ss,  which  leaves  say.  8^)5.()(>0.ot)  per 
annum  to  be  suj)plied  by  a})propriation. 

Xo  special  api)roi)riations  are*  requested  by  the  Board,  but 
it  has  coiiK*  to  our  knowledge  that  the  owners  of  the  "  Far- 
well  fann."  whi(*h  contains  nearly  s:5  acres  of  land,  adjoin- 
ing the  land  now  owned  by  tin*  state,  are  desirous  of  selling 
it.  This  land  would  make  a  desirable  addition  to  the 
hospital  farm,  and  if  it  can  ])e  purchased  at  a  fair  valuation, 
would  be  a  good  investment  foi-  the  state.  Our  judgment  is 
that  the  state  (*()ul(l  afford  to  pay,  say  not  to  exceini  8T.o(»Ofor 
the  tract,  and  we  th(T(^fore  recommend  that  a  provisional 
appropriation  of  that  amount  be  made  for  its  purchase. 

With  reference*  to  the  purchase  of  this  tract  of  land,  as 
well  as  to  the  proposed  additicmstothefarm  at  the  Industrial 
School  for  Boys,  we  desire  to  say  that  the  present  farms  at 
the  hospitals^  and  the  Industrial  School  are  proving  to  be 
profitable  investments.  The  aggregate  value  of  farm  pro- 
ducts charged  over  to  subsistance  in  these  three  institutions 
last  year  was  over  $'ii),()()().(K).  and  the  subsistence  thus  fur- 
nished was  of  the  very  best  kind.  We  venture  to  say  that  if 
every  member  of  the  Legislature  could  have  seen,  as  we  saw, 
the  stock  in  and  about  the  barns,  the  excellent  care  that  is 
given  to  it,  and  the  evidences  of  the  profit  resulting  there- 
from, they  Would  all  concur  with  us  in  approving  these  addi- 
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tions  to  the  farms  that  more  stock  may  be  kept  and  more 
vegetables  raised. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  say  that  we  have  been 
much  interested  in  what  we  have  seen  and  learned  of  our 
state  institutions,  and  that  we  return  with  much  juster  con- 
ceptions of  the  noble  work  the  state  has  undertaKen  and  is 
accomplishing  for  its  defective,  unfortunate  and  criminal 
classes. 

We  regard  the  present  system  of  supervision  and  man- 
agement a  great  success.  Business  methods  and  business 
accuracy  are  every  where  apparent.  Economy,  account- 
ability and  efficiency  are  everv  where  enforced.  The  books 
and  reports  show  how,  and  where  and  for  what  every  dol- 
lar is  expended. 

Other  details  of  method  and  management,  not  directly 
connected  with  the  accounts  and  finances,  are  carefully 
scrutinized.  Indeed  it  mav  trulv  be  said  that  everv  depart- 
ment  is  intelligently  supervised,  and  we  may  repeat  here 
what  we  have  perhaps  said  elsewhere,  that  our  observations 
give  us  so  mucn  confidence  in  the  board  of  supervision  that 
we  consider  it  quite  safe  to  rest  very  considerable  dis- 
cretion in  them  for  the  future.  It  is  a  very  difficult  matter 
to  estimate  with  any  approach  to  accuracy  what  the  condi- 
tions as  to  population  and  prices  may  be  for  the  ensuing  two 
years.  It  is  quite  possible  that  at  any  of  the  institutions,  ex- 
cept the  hospitals  lor  the  insane,  the  number  of  inmates  to 
be  cared  far  may  decrease  rather  than  increase  as  expected 
by  the  board,  and  that  prices  may  tend  downward.  Should 
this  be  the  case,  a  very  considerable  surplus  may  remain  un- 
expended, but  on  the  contrary  a  very  moderate  increase  in 
numbers,  prices  remaining  as  they  are,  will  necessitate  the 
expenditure  of  all  that  is  asked  for. 

The  president  of  the  state  board  of  supervision  accom- 
panied us  on  our  visit,  and  at  the  diiferent  institutions  we 
met  other  members  of  the  board.  It  is  due  io  them  to  say 
that  we  were  afforded  every  facility  for  making  our  inspec- 
tion throrough  and  complete  in  every  particular.  Their 
familiarity  with  the  details  of  the  business  and  management 
of  the  institutions,  extending  to  personal  acquaintence  with 
the  individual  inmates,  is  altogether  commendable  and 
shows  that  thev  are  giving  their  whole  time  and  best  ener- 
gies to  their  official  duties. 

The  chairman  of  this  committee  is  authorized  to  prepare 
and  introduce  a  bill  making  appropriations  in  accordance 
with  the  views  expressed  in  this  report,  and  we  bespeak  for 
it  the  favorable  consideration  of  both  branches  of  the  legis- 
lature.

Beg  leave  to  report  that  I  non  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  joint  committee  on  Charitable  and  Penal  Institutions, 
because  in  my  opinion  they  are  too  high. 

I  find  that  the  fuel  for  the  State  Hospital  has  cost  $43.99 
per  diem  the  year  round,  or  $28.42  per  capita  for  patients 
and  employees;  for  the  Northern  Hospital,  $30.65  per  diem 
per  annum  or  $17.52  per  capita  per  annum  for  patients  and 
employees;  for  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  including  em- 
ployees, per  diem,  $13.49,  per  capita  same,  $13.49. 

Now,  I  have  found  no  satisfactory  reason  why  it  should 
cost  $10.90  more  per  capita  in  the  State  Hospital  for  fuel  than 
it  does  in  the  Northern  hospital,  or  why  it  should  cost  $14.93 
more  per  capita  for  fuel  in  the  State  Hospital  than  it  does  for 
the  Industrial  School  for  Boys. 

On  page  59  of  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Supervision 
I  find  a  statement  that  134  males  and  200  females  are  daily 
employed,  leaving  125  helpless.  Now,  perhaps  it  is  necessary 
to  hire  96  attendants  and  other  employees,  but  it  strikes  me 
as  being  unnecessary.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  main- 
tenance of  those  state  institutions  should  cost  the  state  more 
than  they  would  if  managed  by  a  good  business  ni^ji  in 
his  own  interest.  -      -''.•"    :'••! 
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Now  what  business  man  of  ordinary  capacity  would  con- 
tinue to  pay  year  after  year  not  much  less  than  $0000,  per 
annum  for  fuel  pro  rate  to  the  State  Hospital  than  it  does  in 
the  Northern  Hospital. 

Now  this  difference  is  caused  either  by  defective  heating 
apparatus  or  mismanagement.  The  state  has  already  suf- 
fered a  loss  of  more  than  $100,()(K)  from  one  or  more  combi- 
nation of  those  causes  during  the  last  twenty  years  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  time  to  remedy  the  evil  which  will 
evidently  not  be  done  as  long  as  the  legislature  appropri- 
ates without  question  the  amount  of  money  asked  for  by 
those  having  those  institutions  in  charge.

Letters  of  Henry  F.  McCloskey  and  others. 

Galena,  January  18,1883. 
Hon.  Geo.  W.  Ryland,  Madison, 

Dear  Sir: — I  take  the  liberty  of  inclosing  you  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  dollars  of  Wisconsin  Territorial  scrip,  all  issued 
February   10,   1842,  and  was  referred  to  you  by  Hon.  R.  H. 
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McClellan,  John  Lorrame,  and  Henry  Corwith  ray  brother- 
in-law,  as  per  their  inclosed  letters  to  you  as  a  proper  person 
to  present  it  to  your  legislature  at  this  session  to  have  it  paid 
if  possible,  and  you  will  confer  a  great  favor  on  me  if  you 
will  try  and  have  this  scrip  paid  for  me. 

I  have  held  this  scrip  for  a  great  many  years,  and  applied 
several  times  to  the  treasurer  of  your  state  to  see  if  I  could 
get  it  paid,  but  could  not  do  so. 

I  wrote  to  Judge  Christiancy,  my  brother-in-law,  who  was 
then  United  States  Senator  from  Michigan,  and  inclosed  him 
one  of  the  scrips  to  see  if  he  could  get  the  scrip  paid  by  the 
Interior  department.  He  called  on  Hon.  Carl  Schurz  who 
was  then  Secretary  of  the  Interior  department,  who  ex- 
amined into  the  matter  and  said  he  couldn't  pay  it,  as  the 
territory  of  Wisconsin  had  no  funds  at  its  credit  in  the  de- 
partment, and  said  that  the  state  of  Wisconsin  should  pay  it 
with  interest  by  passing  a  bill  of  relief  to  pay  it,  as  the  script 
ought  not  to  be  classed  as  an  ordinary  claim  aaainst  the 
state  as  the  script  was  issued  to  pay  territorial  legislative 
expenses,  and  that  the  state  was  honorably  bound  to  pay  this 
script  regaraless  of  your  constitutional  amendment  prohibit- 
ing the  paying  of  old  claims;  and  that  was  also  the  opinion 
of  Judge  Christiancy  and  of  two  other  senators,  as  the  claim 
was  a  just  one,  and  that  the  state  should  pay  this  script 
without  any  hesitation,  notwithstanding  the  amendment  to 
your  constitution,  as  this  script  was  as  exceptional  claim  and 
ought  to  be  paid  by  the  state. 

Mr.  Simeon  Mills,  of  Madison,  who  was  the  treasurer,  at 
one  time,  of  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  will  testify  that  the 
state  had  paid  similar  scrip  issued  for  the  same  purpose,  as 
late  as  1850,  and  that  the  scrip  is  genuine  and  unpaid,  and 
would  refer  you  to  Mr.  Mills  for  the  above  evidence.

Dear  Sir: —  In  chapter  178,  session  laws  1849,  page  124, 
sections  :^4,  28,  29  and  30  you  will  find  appropriations  to  pay 
territorial  scrip.  Also  chapters  227,  253,  254,  2G1  of  the  laws 
of  1850;  also  chapters  181  and  291,  of  laws  of  1851,  all  making 
appropriations  for  territorial  scrip  precisely  the  sai^e  as  sent 
to  you. 

About  one  half  of  these  appropriations,  or  perhaps  less, 
appropriate  interest  also.  I  presume  I  could  find  as  many 
more  by  looking  longer,  but  think  these  will  be  sufficient  to

M.  A.  Doyle,  of  the  citv  of  Madison,  county  of  Dane,  and  state 
of  Wisconsin,  respectruUy  presents  his  claim  against  the 
said  state  of  Wisconsin  in  manner  and  form  as  follows, 
to  wit:

To  further  explain  the  nature  of  the  foregoing  claim  your 
claimants  represents: 

That  in  1874  he  wa«  the  owner  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
adjoining  the  land  and  premises  occupied  by  the  said 
hospital  for  insane;  that  the  said  board  of  trustees 
of  said  hospital  wanted  to  buy  said  parcel  of 
land;  that  upon  said  land  at  a  point  where  the  barn  of 
the  hospital  now  stands  there  was  then  situated  a  certain 
dwelling  house  owned  and  occupied  by  this  claimant;  that  for 
said  parcel  of  land  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging 
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this  claimant  asked  $2,500,  but  that  he  was  uuable  to  agree  " 
with  said  board  of  trustees  about  the  price;  that  said  board 
of  trustees  thereupon  procured  the  passage  of  an  act  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  empowered  to 
appraise  the  value  of  said  parcel  of  land;  that  in  pursuance 
oi  the  said  act  said  board  of  trustees  named  one  person  and 
this  claimant  named  one  person,  and  the  two  persons  so 
named  conjointly  named  a  third  person  to  act  as 
such  commissioners,  and  the  persons  so  chosen  were 
Charles  Hudson,  Ira  P.  Bacon  and  E.  M.  Williamson;  that 
said  commissioners  awarded  to  this  claimant  as  damages  to 
be  paid  this  claimant  upon  the  taking  of  said  land,  the  sum 
of  $1,900;  but  that  the  board  of  trustees  refused  to  pay  the 
amount  so  awarded;  that  about  six  months  thereafter  said 
board  of  trustees  claimed  that  some  irreg^ularity  had  occur- 
red in  the  appointment  of  said  commissioners  and  that  the 
award  made  by  them  was  ineffectual  and  of  no  bind- 
ing force;  that  thereupon  such  proceedings  were 
again  had,  that  this  claimant  named  one  person  and  said 
board  of  trustees  named  one  person  and  the  two  persons  so 
named,  acting  conjointly,  named  a  third  person  to  act  as 
such  commissioners,  and  the  persons  so  named  were  Wil- 
liam T.  Fish,  James  Livesey,  Sr.,  and  H.  N.  Moulton,  of  the 
city  of  Madison,  Dane  county,  Wisconsin,  that  the  commis- 
sioners last  selected  therefrom  met  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing an  award,  but  that  they  failed  to  agree  in 
that  one  of  them  valued  said  land  at  $2,100 
another  at  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  and  another  at  twelve 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars;  that  when  said  commis- 
sioners stood  thus  divided,  the  suparintendent  of  said 
hospital  came  to  the  claimant  and  proposed  the  following 
terms  and  made  the  following  offer  as  a  compromise,  to-wit: 
That  the  petitioner  then  was  and  for  some  time  theretofore 
continouslv  had  been  employed  as  a  laundryman  at  said 
hospital;  tliat  said  superintendent  proposed  and  offered  that 
this  claimant  should  move  off  the  said  dwelling  house  from 
his  own  land  and  place  it  upon  land  of  the  state  occupied  as 
such  hospital  grounds,  and  that  this  claimant  should  be  per- 
mitted to  hold  possession  of,  and  occupy  the  same  as  a 
residence  for  himself,  so  long  as  he  remained  in  the 
employ  and  service  of  said  hospital  free  of  rent; 
further  that  the  state  should  pa;^  for  the  land  with 
said  dwelling  house  removed  or  giving  the  privilege  of  re- 
moving the  same  the  lowest  estimate  of  any  of  said  last 
namea  commissioners,  to-wit:  the  sum  of  $1,279.00;  and  that 
whenever  this  claimant  should  quit  the  service  and  employ- 
ment of  said  hospital  the  state  sliould  pay  him  the  reasona- 
ble value  of  the  house  and  the  cost  of  removing  the  same. 
That  the  said  offer  and  proposition  of  said  superintendent 
was  accepted  by  this  claimant.  That  said  dwelling  house 
was  removed  by  this  claimant  and  said  sum  of  $1,279.00 
paid  by  the  state  in  accordance  therewith;  that  this  claimant 
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continued  in  the  service  and  employment  in  said  hospital  until 
Oct.  15,  1881,  when  he  quit  the  same;  that  at  the  time  when 
he  did  so  quit,  the  claimant  demanded  payment  for  said 
house;  but  that  the  same  has  not  been  paid  or  any  part 
thereof;  that  prior  to  the  time  when  this  claimant  so  quit 
said  service  and  employment  and  before  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  D.  F.  Boughton  as  superintendent  of  said  hospital,  this 
claimant  had  spoken  to  said  Dr.  D.  F.  Boughton  and  asked 
for  a  settlement  for  said  house,  and  that  said  Dr.  Boughton 
answered  him  that  he  had  laid  the  claim  before  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  hospital,  and  that  they  had  agreed  to  make 
compensation  in  pursuance  of  the  agreement  between  this, 
claimant  and  said  superintendent,  hereinbefore  set  forth,  but 
said  that  the  said  board  of  trustees  claimed  that  they  did  not 
then  have  funds  on  hand  from  which  payment  therefor  could 
be  made.  That  the  dimensions  of  the  said  house  were  18x30 
feet  with  16-foot  studding  on  the  sides,  with  an  addition 
18x26  feet,  one  story  high  and  cost  when  built,  fourteen 
hundred  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  That  the  land  had  cost 
this  claimant  before  said  hospital  was  built  and  without  any 
improvements,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars;  that  claim- 
ant had  sunk  a  good  well  on  said  land  before  the  sale,, 
thereof  104  feet  m  depth;  that  he  had  made  a  good  stone  cel- 
lar 8  feet  deep  under  the  whole  of  said  house;  that  he  had 
besides  erected  a  good  bam  thereon  prior  to  such  sale,  30x40' 
feet  in  dimensions,  and  that  at  the  time  of  said  sale  this 
claimant  was,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  thereto  had  been,, 
occupying  said  land  as  a  homestead.  That  the  expense  of 
removing  said  house  was  $200.  and  that  the  reasonable  value 
of  said  house  on  said  September  15,  1881.  was  the  sum  of 
$750.00 

This  claimant  further  shows  that  in  1878  and  1870  when  he 
was  employed  in  said  hospital  as  aforesaid,  one  Frank  Doyle 
a  brother  of  the  claimant  was  employed  as  engineer  in  said 
hospital.  That  on  or  about  June  1, 1878,  said  Frank  Doyle 
gave  notice  to  the  superintendent  of  said  hospital  that  he 
would  resign  his  position;  that  the  reason  of  such  resigna- 
tion was  that  he  was  about  to  be  married,  and  it  was  a  rule 
of  the  said  hospital  that  the  families  of  employers 
could  not  be  boarded  in  the  building.  That  Dr.  Boughton 
who  was  the  superintendent  of  said  hospital  knowing  that  this 
claimant  had  some  money,  came  to  this  claimant  and  stated 
the  foregoing  facts  and  added  that  he  did  not  want  to  let  the 
said  Frank  Doyle  go  away,  and  the  said  superintendent  then 
and  there  made  the  following  proposition  and  offer:  That  if 
this  claimant  would  build  a  certain  house  upon  the  grounds 
and  land  of  said  hospital  for  the  said  Frank  Doyle  to  occupy 
so  long  as  he  should  remain  in  the  same  service  and  employ- 
ment, or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  superintendent  and 
board  of  trustees  of  said  hospital,  the  said  house  to  be  state 
property  when  completed  and  accepted,  and  the  cost  of 
building  the  same  should  be  repaid  to  him  out  of  tho  annual

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appropriation  to  said  hospital  next  thereafter  to  be  made. 
Tnat  said  proposition  and  offer  was  accepted  by  this  claimant: 
that  this  claimant  thereupon  proceeded  to  build  said  house 
in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  said  superintendent 
and  completed  the  same,  and  that  thereupon  the  said  super- 
intendent accepted  and  took  possession  of  the  same;  that 
this  claimant  expended  in  arid  about  the  building  of  said 
house  about  the  sum  of  $750.00,  and  that  said  house  was 
reasonably  worth  that  sum,  and  that  owing  to  the  advance 
in  the  price  of  materials  and  labor  the  same  could  not  now 
be  rebuilt  for  that  sum  if  it  should  be  destroyed.

'hat  said  two  houses  hereinbefore  mentioned  could  not 
either  of  them  be  removed  without  greatly  diminishing  their 
value  or  destroving  nearly  all  the  value  they  have  where 
they  now  stana.  That  this  claimant  is  informed  and  believes 
that  the  foregoing  claim  requires  legislative  action  and  that 
he  is  about  to  present  a  bill  to  the  legislature  appropriating 
to  him  the  amount  therein  claimed,  that  no  order  or  warrant 
has  ever  been  drawn  requiring  the  payment  to  this  claimant 
of  any  of  said  sums  or  any  part  thereof  out  of  any  of  the 
funds  of  this  state  and  that  the  same  has  not  been  paid  or 
any  part  thereof.

RESOLUTIONS  INTRODUCED.

The  select  committee  appointed  to  report  suitable  resolu- 
tions in  respect  to  the  decease  of  Ex-Governor  Smith,  direct 
me  to  report  the  following: 

Death  has  again  invaded  the  limits  of  the  state.  It  is  said 
that  it  loves  a  shining  mark.  In  this  instance  a  very  prom- 
inent citizen,  who  ha^held  many  distinguished  offices,  and  all 
with  high  and  distinguished  ability,  has  been  the  victim  of 
the  destroyer. 

Ex-Govomor  William  E.  Smith  is  dead.  He  departed  this 
mortal  life  at  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  on  Feb- 
ruary 13th,  at  the  hour  of  twenty  minutes  before  eleven  in 
the  evening,  after  an  illness  of  less  than  one  week.  He  had 
served  as  a  member  of  the  assembly  in  the  year  1S51,  and 
again  in  1871,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  was  speaker  of  that 

10— S.  J. 
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body.  He  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  state  senate 
in  the  years  1858,  1859,  1804,  and  1865.  He  had 
served  as  state  treasurer  during  the  years  1806,  1867 
1868  and  1869.  For  the  period  of  eighteen  years,  from  1858 
to  1870,  he  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  regents 
of  normal  schools,  and  for  several  years  as  a  director  of  the 
state  prison.  In  the  years  1878,  1879,  1880  and  1881  he  was 
governor  of  the  state.  All  these  offices  he  filled  with  great 
faithfulness  and  great  integrity,  and  to  the  acceptance  and 
satisfaction  of  the  people. 

In  private  life  he  was  a  man  of  remarkable  purity  and 
simplicity  of  character  in  all  the  relations  of  life.  No  stain 
rests  upon  his  memory,  but  it  is  all  bright  and  fair  and  clear. 

An  eminent  citizen  has  departed,  an  excellent  father,  hus- 
band and  neighbor  has  gone. 

It  is  well  and  fitting  that  public  notice  be  made  of 
his  virtuous,  blameless  and  useful  life,  and  that  suitable 
eulogy  concerning  him  be  made;  therefore, 

Resolved f  That  the  senate  deplores  the  loss  bv  death  of  our 
fellow  citizen  ex-Govemor  Wm.  E.  Smith,  ana  regards  it  as 
a  public  bereavement  and  a  public  calamity. 

Resolved,  That  the  kindest  sympathy  and  condolence  of 
the  senate  is  hereby  extended  to  the  family  and  immediate 
friends  of  the  deceased.

Senator  Hudd  made  the  following  eulogistic  address  in 
support  of  the  resolution,  which  address,  upon  motion  of 
Senator  Ackley  was  ordered  spread  upon  the  journal. 

Senator  Hudd  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr,  President  and  Senators: — Before  the  resolutions,  so  well 
worded  and  so  true  in  their  recitals  as  to  the  life,  public  ser- 
vices and  general  sorrow  caused  by  the  death  of  one  of  Wis- 
consin's ex-governors,  William  E.  Smith,  are  unanimously 
adopted,  as  they  will  be  by  the  senate, —  a  legislative  body 
that  the  lamented  deceased  once  adorned  in  a  usefxil  and 
eminent  degree, —  I  shall  attempt  to  pay  a  brief  but  sincere 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  hun  whose  voice  is  now 
hushed,  whose  hand  is  powerless,  in  earth,  to  answer  or  ac- 
knowledge the  obituary  salutation  that  custom  (may  it  never 
fade)  mfiS:es  proper  on  such  mortuary  occasions. 

I  ao  not  care  to  recite  the  biography  of  the  dead.  It  may 
be  however,  compressed  into  four  prophetic  words,  namely: 
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"the  history  of  Wisconsin,"  and  that  is  the  legend  of  such  a 
Avonderful  growth  of  nien  and  materials  that  go  to  make  a 
state,  that  we  may  well  call  it  the  marvelous;  the  almost 
w^ildemess  and  waste  he  found  here  in  1849,  only  a  little  gen- 
eration ago, — ^blossomed  into  the  "rose  and  fair  expectancy 
of  a  great  state"  he  in  due  time  was  called  to  help  govern  as 
its  chief  executive,  and  to  the  moulding  and  progress  of 
which  his  life,  his  voice,  his  hands  played  no  mean  or  idle 
part. 

A  far-away  land  gave  him  birth  —  the  honest  and  indom- 
nitable  air  of  Scotland  that  filled  his  lungs  with  life's  first 
sweet  breath  and  hardy  impulses  found  more  than  parent 
soil  in  the  new  world  that  even  a  Scotch  lad  of  eleven  might 
have  heard  that — 


"  Westward  the  star  of  the  empire  takes  its  way. 


»» 


And  so  here,  in  that  seat  of  empire,  our  once  colleague  and 
the  future  governor  of  one  of  the  '^stars  of  empire,"  our  dead 
of  this  hour  s  consideration,  proved  the  truth  of  "  Ould  Sco- 
tia's" best  and  truest  bard,  wno  had  sang — 

**  Is  there  for  honest  poverty 

That  hauigs  his  head,  and  a'  that 

The  coward  slave,  we  pass  him  by. 

We  dare  be  poor  for  a  that. 

For  a'  that,  for  a'  that 

Our  toil  obscure  and  a'  that 

The  rank  is  but  the  guinea's  stamp; 

The  man's  the  gold  for  a'  that 

*'  A  king  can  make  a  belted  knight, 

A  marquis,  duke,  and  a^  that 

But  an  nonest  man  aboon  his  might. 

Quid  faith  he  maunna  for  a'  that, 

For  a*  that,  for  a*  that; 

Tlieir  dignities,  and  a*  that 

The  pith  o'  sense  and  pride  o*  worth 

Are  higher  ranks  than  a'  that*' 

William  E.  Smith  is  said  by  all  to  have  been  an  honest 
man  and  a  courteous  gentleman,  not  perhaps  so  much  of  the 
old  school — as  of  just  as  good  if  not  a  trifle  better — the  new 
school,  if  you  please,  where  politeness  is  true  nobility.  If  his 
career  as  a  citizen,  a  legislator,  state  treasurer,  regent  of  our 
state  university,  and  last  but  not  least,  governor  of  the  state, 
had  developed  no  other  title  or  meed  of  praise  (and  we  might 
recall  other  attributes  that  go  to  make  the  patriot  and  the 
statesman  in  his  public  life),  that  one  title  shall  outlast  the 
marble  of  any  future  monument,  that  may  be  raised  to  com- 
memorate his  virtues  and  his  deeds.  It  is  honor  and  glory 
enough,  when  we  say:  he  lived,  he  died  an  honest  man,  a 
model  gentleman. 

But  K>r  governors  as  for  electors,  for  kings  as  for  subjects, 
the  debt  that  nature  made  will  mature,  we  pay  it  with  all 
we  have.  No  exemptions  here,  my  brother  senators,  to 
wrangle  over.    We  cannot  refer  the  subject  matter  to  any 
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committee  for  further  time.  The  gate  of  Death  that  so  sud- 
denly, almost  without  an  alarm  rung,  opened  for  Governor 
Smith,  is  that  same  gate  that  ever  and  always  lies  just  a 
little  weary  mile  beyond  that  other  and  the  first  gate  of  Life, 
the  other  mystery  that  we  call  birth  —  so  it  opened  and  closed 
its  unknown  side  and  now  hides  from  present  view  at  least, 
the  ever  kind,  genial  and  assuring  face  of  one  who  was  our 
state's  eleventh  governor. 

We  mav,  nay  should,  mourn  for  any  human  life  suddenly 
extinguished.  But  for  the  public  servant,  public  honors  are 
due,  and  thus  as  now,  do  we  attempt  to  voice  in  part  the 
public  sorrow.  To  those  whose  g^ief  is  sacred  because  it  is 
their  individual  and  private  grief;  to  wife,  sons  and 
daughter  we  say  as  commissioned  to  express  in  part  and  as 
from  the  legislative  arm  of  the  state  government,  we  sym- 
pathize, we  lament,  but  we  seek  to  do  more — we  honor  in 
the  name  of  the  people  your  dead,  and  bid  our  rising  young 
men  as  well  as  our  colleagues  and  the  officers  in  the 
several  departments  of  the  state  he  so  well  and 
so  truly  filled,  to  emulate  his  virtues,  and  then  f  ame'and  name 
shall  likewise  be  assured  and  among  the  imperishable  things 
that  go  into  and  make  up  our  records  in  the  history  of  the 
good  and  great  public  men  of  any  age.  We  honor  o\ie,  who 
m  his  high  offices,  as  in  his  daily  life,  walked  in  and  among 
his  fellow  men  without  offense.  One  whom  we  mav  remem- 
ber  that  in  life  —  "  None  knew  him  but  to  love,"  and  now,  in 
death,  *'  None  name  him  but  to  praise."

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 
Executive  Department 
Madison,  March  12,  1883. 
To  the  Honorable y  the  Senate: 

A  sense  of  duty  requires  me  to  return  to  you  bill  No.  61, 
Senate,  entitled,  "an  act  to  legalize  the  action  of  county 
boards  of  supervisors,  reliating  to  salaries  of  certain  county 
officers,*'  without  approval. 

The  bill  declares  to  be  '*  legal  and  valid ''  the  action  of  such 
of  the  county  boards  as  voted  at  their  annual  meetings  in 
November  1882,  to  raise  the  salaries  of  certain  county  offi- 
cers for  the  years  188:3  and  1884. 

The  language  of  the  bill  creates  an  irresistible  inference, 
that  a  portion  of  the  county  boards  of  the  state  voted  at  the 
annual  meetings  in  November,  1882,  to  raise  the  salaries  of 
certain  county  officers  in  their  respective  counties  for  1883 
and  1884.  It  also  very  clearly  implies  the  invalidity  of  such 
action,  as  the  necessity  for  this  proposed  curative  legislation 
rests  solely  on  such  invalidity.  The  power  of  the  county 
boards  of  the  state  to  fix  salaries  of  county  officers,  was  in 
1882,  and  is  now  regulated  by  section  094.  of  the  revised 
statutes,  which  is  as  follows: 

''  The  county  board,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  November, 
shall  fix  the  amount  of  salary  which  shall  be  received  by  every 
county  officer,  including  county  judge,  who  is  to  be  "elected 
in  the  county  during  the  next  ensuing  year,  and  is  entitled 
by  law  to  receive  a  salary  payable  out  of  the  county  treas- 
ury; and  the  salary  so  fixea  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished during  his  said  term  of  office.  All  salaries  shall  be 
paid  out  of  tlie  county  treasury,  quarter  yearly,  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter.  If  the  county  board  of  any  county  shall  fail 
to  establish  the  salary  of  any  county  officer,  as  herein 
provided,  such  officer  shall  receive  the  same  annual  salary 
as  that  received  by  his  immediate  predecessor.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  particular  county  where  salaries  to  its 
officers  have  been  specially  provided  and  fixed  by  law." 

As  to  officers  '"  to  be  elected  in  the  county  during  the  next 
ensuing  year,"  the  action  fixing  the  salaries,  whether  lower- 
ing or  raising,  would  be  clearly  within  the  power  of  the 
boards,  and  would  require  no  legislative  cure. 

I  feel  warranted,  tlierefore,  in  assuming  that  the  action 
sought  to  be  legalized  by  this  bill  was  invalid  for  some  vio- 
lation of  section  (JJ)4,  either  in  fixing  salaries  of  county  offi- 
cers elected  in  1882,  or  in  raising  the  salaries  of  officers  then 
in  office.  Can  the  legislature  constitutionally  legalize  the 
action  of  a  portion  of  the  county  boards  of  the  state  in  so 
fixing  salaries  in  violation  of  section  694?  The  supreme 
court  seems  clearly  to  have  answered  this  question  in  the 
negative,  in  Roonev  against  the  Supervisors  of  Milwaukee 
County,  40  Wis.,  23." 
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Chapter  75  of  the  laws  of  18G7  was  substantially  the  same 
as  section  (594  of  the  present  revised  statutes.  By  chapter 
17?  of  the  laws  of  1875  the  legislature  declared  that  "the 
county  board  of  supervisors  of  Milwaukee  county  shall  ap- 
poropriate  and  allow  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county, 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  in  addition  to 
the  salarv  now  allowed  him  for  the  term  commencing  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  1875,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
him  to  employ  such  clerks  and  assistants  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  his  office  during  said  term;  said  sum  so  allowed  to 
be  i)aid  the  said  treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,''  etc. 

The  constitutionality  of  this  act  of  1 875  was  attacked  by 
the  county  upon  the  ground  that  it  violated  the  uniformity 
of  county  government  required  by  section  23  of  article  4  of 
the  constitution.  The  court  so  held,  Ryan  chief  justice  de- 
livering the  of)inion  says:  **  Section  20,  article  IV,  of  the  con- 
stitution, prohibits  the  legislature  from  increasing  or  dimin- 
ishing the  compensation  of  public  officers  during  their  terms 
of  office.  But  this  provision  has  been  held  to  apply  to  such 
officei-s  only  as  receive  salaries  from  the  state  treasury;  that 
is,  state  officers  proper,  excluding  municipal  officers  proper. 
Sftperrisors  r.  Hactcett,  21.  Wis.,  GIH.        *        *        *        * 

"  The  purpose  of  the  provision  appears  to  apply  as  well  to 
municipal  officers  receiving  salaries  as  to  state  officers:  and 
it  is  unfortunate,  perhaps,  that  the  language  of  the  constitu- 
tion could  not  be  held  to  include  both.  Such  was  evidently 
the  view  of  the  legislature. 

**  Supervisors  v,  Hackett  was  decided  January  3, 18(59.  And 
chapter  75  of  18(57  passed  April  2d,  the  same  year,  was  plainly 
intended  to  supply  the  defect  in  the  constitution  disclosed  in 
that  case.  It  requires  county  boards  of  supervisors  to  fix  the 
amount  of  salaries  of  county  officers  the  year  before  their 
election;  and  prohibits  increase  or  diminution  of  such  sal- 
aries during  the  term  of  office  for  which  they  are  fixed. 

"  The  statute  of  18G7  effectively  applies  the  wise  policy  of 
the  constitution  to  county  government  throughout  the  state, 
with  the  prudential  addition  that  the  compensation  of 
county  officers  shall  be  unchanged,  not  only  during  their 
term  of  office,  but  after  their  election.  The  salary  must 
upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  not  upon  the  influence  of  tl 
officer.  And  the  statute  appears  to  us  to  be  as  manifestly 
part  of  the  system  of  county  government  av  any  other  statu- 
tory provision;  as  manifestly  as  the  constitution  itself  is 
jyart  of  the  system  of  state  government.  The  statute  enters 
and  forms  an  essential  and  we iahty  provision  of  the  organic 
law  of  county  government  established  by  the  legislature, 

*•  It  enacts  a  vital  principle,  to  control  county  government 
throughout  the  state.  Ana  it  would  be  a  signal  breach  of 
the  UNIFORMITY  of  the  organic  system  of  county  govern- 
ment i-fg^/Z/W  by  the  constitution,  that  the  board  of  super- 
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visors  of  one  county  should  be  permitted  or  required  to  dis- 
regard the  WHOLESOME  PRINCIPLE  binding  all  the  other  coun- 
ties of  the  state.

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A  minority  of  the  joint  committee  on  Charitable  and  Penal 
Institutions  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  gover^ 
nor's  message  relating  to  charitable  and  penal  institutions, 
chronic  insane,  and  reformitory  institutions,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consiaeration,  and 
herewith  submit  bill  pertaining  to  that  subiect  and  to  carry 
into  effect  the  recommendations  submitted  bv  his  excellency 
the  governor. 

It  does  not  seem  necessarv  to  enter  into  any  extended 
argument  in  support  of  these  recommendations.  All  are 
agreed  that  the  insane  should  be  properly  cared  for,  and 
that  this  should  be  done  at  the  least  practicable  expense  to 
the  public.  Past  experience  has  shown  that  none  of  the 
systems  hitherto  tried  have  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The 
exclusive  state  care  was  too  expensive.  The  county  asylum 
system  involves  too  much  dissension  as  well  as  t(X>  great 
expense,  and  exclusive  county  care  was  frequently  but  litth*^ 
better  than  barbarous.  Two  years  ago  Wisconsin  instituted 
some  experiments  with  a  view  to  ascertain  if  some  of  these 
objections  could  not  be  overcome.  The  management  of  the 
state  hospitals  in  (connection  with  other  stato  institutions 
was  taken  from  local  boards  of  supervision.  Thus  far  this 
change  is  working  admirably,  f ulfillmg  all  that  its  promoters 
anticipated,  and  may  possibly  solve  the  question  of  how 
best  and  most  economically  proper  care  can  be  provided  for 
the  insane. 

The  county  asylum  system  which  is  only  in  Milwaukee 
county,  seems  to  furnish  excellent  care  for  the  patients. 
but  the  expense  to  the  public  is  considerably  in  excess  of 
that  at  the  State  Hospitals,  and  there  is  such  a  want  of 
harmony  and  co-operation  between  the  board  of  trustees 
appointed  by  the  governor  and  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors, a  condition  of  affairs  following,  almost  as  a  matter 
of  course,  from  the  unnatural  exclusion  from  the  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  of  the  body  which  must  provide  a 
large  proportion  of  the  money  necessary  to  defray  its  cur- 
rent expenditures,  that  it  is  not  anywhere  seriously  proposed 
to  repeat  the  experiment. 

The  modified  exclusive  county  care  system  under  state  in- 
spection, is  or  will  soon  be  in  operation  in  some  ten  or  twelve 
counties  under  most  favorable  auspices.  Counties  which 
have  entered  upon  this  work  are  among  those  most  distin- 
^ished  for  liberal  and  enlightened  views  upon  all  subjectvS. 
connected  with  public  charities,  and  the  supervision  and 

guidance  of  the  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state 
oard  of  charities  and  Reform,  which  has  had  an  honorable 
share  in  devising  and  carrying  forward  the  charitable  and 
humane  undertakings  which  have  given  our  state  an  envia- 
ble fame  in  every  state  of  our  nation.  The  friends  and  pro- 
moters of  this  system  are  very  sanguine  of  its  success,  but  it 
is  yet  an  experiment,  and  it  would  seem  altogether  prudent 
that  the  further  extension  of  this  system  should  await  the 
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developiueiit  of  practical  results,  lest,  as  is  most  forcibly 
stated  oy  the  governor  in  his  message,  large  local  expendi- 
tures under  the  present  system  will  have  been  made,  thereby 
precluding  a  change  hereafter  without  serious  loss. 

The  state  hospitals  and  approved  county  asylums  for  the 
insane  now  existing  or  in  process  of  construction  will  com- 
fortably accommodate  2200  patients.  The  whole  number  of 
insane  in  the  state,  according  to  the  census  of  1880,  was  252r.. 
but  of  this  number  a  very  considerable  portion  belongs  to  the 
mild  and  entirely  harmless  class,  whom  it  is  the  pleasure  and 
duty  of  friends  and  relatives  to  care  for  at  home.  According  to 
the  census  958  insane  persons  were  thus  cared  for  in  1880.  At 
present  we  have  under  public  care  about  1 900  insane  persons. 
With  our  increased  facilities  we  may  safely  predict  that  there 
will  not,  for  the  next  two  years,  at  least,  be  any  demand  for  in- 
creased acconmiodalions  for  the  insane  in  Wisconsin.  The 
committee  also  find  that  the  provisions  of  section  604,  a,  to 
1)04,  m.,  of  the  revised  statutes,  relating  to  the  pur- 
chase or  erection  of  additional  count v  asylums  for  the  insane 
under  which  the  Milwaukee  hospital  was  built,  to  be  in  con- 
flict with  chapter  2:53,  laws  of  1881,  under  which  the  exclus- 
ive county  care  asylums  for  the  chronic  insane  have  been  and 
are  being  built.  So  much  so  that  some  of  the  counties  are 
now  asking  the  state  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  erecting 
these  buildings  as  provided  in  section  004  a.,  to  (>04  m.,  of 
the  revised  statutes.  These  facts  of  uncertainty  as  to  the 
real  meaning  of  the?^  law^,  and  the  different 
construction  placed  upon  them  by  some  of  the  counties, 
the  committee  would  urge  as  an  additional  reason  why 
the  bill  presented  should  pass,  that  the  next  legislature  may 
i5o  revise,  alter,  amend  and  enact  such  laws  as  will  definitely 
define  what  is  the  spirit  and  intent  of  these  laws  to  the  end 
that  further  misunderstanding  between  the  state  and  coun- 
ties may  be  avoided. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  that  might  be  urged,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  bill  nere with  submitted.

The  above  statement  of  the  cost  is  based  on  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  cost  of  acute  cases  cost  no  more  than  chronic. 

Now  reckoning  that  one-third  are  cases  of  acute  insane, 
the  saving  on  the  remaining  two-thirds  would  be  $144,826 
annually,  which  your  committee  consider  is  paid  under  the 
state  system  more  than  would  be  required  under  the  county 
system. 

This  is  the  pecuniary  view  of  the  question;  now  let  us 
look  at  the  matter  as  to  which  is  the  most  humane.  We 
know  of  no  better  source  for  information  on  this  subject  than 
the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Reform.  That 
board  is  composed  of  gentlemen  of  more  than  ordinary 
abilities  and  are  men  known  to  be  of  the  kindest  feelings  to- 
wards suffering  humanity.  After  their  twelve  years  experi- 
ence they  ought  to  know  "whereof  they  speak.  We  quote  from 
the  address  of  Hon.  H.  H.  Giles: 

"  Almost  irredeemable  mistakes  have  been  made  in  deal- 
ing with  the  question  of  insanity:  none  perhaps  more  seri- 
ous than  the  attempt  to  care  for  all  and  to  gather  both  acute 
and  chronic  insane  in  the  same  building.'-  We  gather  from 
their  report  that  it  is  their  opinion,  in  wnich  we  concur,  that 
the  massing  of  large  numbers  of  the  insane  in  our  state  hos- 
pitals is  '*  refined  cruelty."  There  seems  to  your  committee, 
judging  from  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  and  from 
other  sources,  that  tnere  is  a  lack  of  proper  medical  treat- 

2H— a  J. 
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ment.  In  our  opinion  insanity  is  caused  by  structural  or 
functional  diseases  of  the  organs  of  tiie  bod3^ 

Where  it  is  caused  by  functional  diseases,  we  see  no 
reason  why  reason  cannot  be  restored  by  restoring  the  ac- 
tions of  the  organs  to  their  normal  condition.  Constipation 
is  a  prolific  cause  of  melancholic  insanity,  and  its  cure  by 
proper  treatment  will  remove  the  cause  and  therefore  the 
effect.  The  state  hospitals  are  simply  prisons  and  the  case 
of  those  without  influential  friends  is  hopeless.  Among  the 
best  remedies  for  the  cure  of  insanity  are  -  proper  medical 
treatment,  kind  usage,  plenty  of  exercise  in  tne  open  air. 
pure  water,  abundant  nutritious  food  served  at  regular  in- 
tervals, and  for  the  able  bodied  regular  employment,  which 
will  prevent  the  mind  from  brooding." 

Some  of  your  committee  have  witnessed  the  benefit  of  this 
plan  and  most  emphatically  endorse  it  as  being  the  proper 
one.  The  nearer  you  can,  (by  giving  the  insane  proper  em- 
ployment), make. them  self  sustaining,  the  better  it  will  be 
for  the  patients,  aside  from  the  pecuniary  view  of  the  mat- 
ter which  is  worth  considering. 

In  the  county  system  your  committee  think  they  see  the 
solution  of  the  problem  of  how  best  to  care  for  the  chronic 
insane,  and  are  compelled  reluctantly  to  non-concur  in  the 
recommendation  of  his  excellency  the  governor,  to  repeal 
the  law  which  authorizes  the  counties  to  build  asylum  hos- 
pitals for  the  chronic  insane.  Twelve  counties  have  already 
completed  asylums;  three  more  have  taken  the  necessary 
steps  to  build  asylums,  and  again  it  seems  to  be  unjust  to 
those  counties  which  have  not  built  to  deprive  them  of  the 
privileges  granted  to  others. 

The  mistake  made  by  Wisconsin  in  the  beginning  was  in 
copying  after  older  states.  In  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee there  should  be  one  state  institution  for  the  proper 
medical  treatment  of  the  acute  insane.  We  fully  believe 
that  proper  medicinal  treatment  in  the  first  inception  of  the 
disease,  would  restore  a  large  percentage  of  those  unfortun- 
ates to  a  sane  condition.  Y  our  committee  is  fully  aware 
that  the  predisposing  causes  of  insanity  are  insiduous,  al- 
ways caused  by  violation  of  the  laws  of  life  and  may  reach 
back  to  several  generations. 

Nature  is  inexorable  and  never  forgives  a  violation  of  her 
laws.  The  penalty  is  rigorously  exacted.  But  the  '*  Vis 
Medicatrix   Natura ''  is  always  at  work  endeavoring^  to  re- 

f)air  damages,  and  the  best  way  to  aid  it  is  for  the  patient  to 
ive  in  perfect  accord  with  Nature's  laws.  Perfect  temper- 
ance in  all  things,  good  nutritous  diet,  pure  air,  pure  water, 
proper  employment  for  body  and  mind,  kind  and  sympa- 
thetic treatment,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  are  the 
proper  agencies  to  assist  the  *'  Vis  Medicatrix  Natura,"  to 
repair  damages  and  restore  health.  Now,  in  the  very  nature 
of  things  this  cannot  be  so  well  accomplished  when  large 
numbers  are  cooped  up  in  a  prison  as  in  the  county  asylums. 
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where  it  is  impossible  for  the  superintendent  to  know  each 
individual  case,  when  as  a  matter  of  necessity  much  must 
be  left  to  subordinates,  all  of  whom  are  not  above  the  suspi- 
cion of  brutality,  as  in  county  asylums;  where  the  superin- 
tendent could  easily  give  each  individual  case  a  critical  ex- 
amination, and  where  the  patients  could  have  the  benefit  of 
the  best  remedial  agents,  pure  air,  pure  water,  healthful  oc- 
cupation for  both  body  and  mina,  and  proper  medicinal 
treatment.

In  oraer  to  show  how  much  the  state  saves  by  the  careful 
management  of  that  institution  by  the  lady  managers  of 
Milwaukee,  we  make  the  following  comparisons : 

Tlie  yearly  average  cost  jKir  capita  of   tlie    inmates   of  the   six 

state  institutions  is $180  70 

Yearly  cost  for  same  for  wages  and  salarios  per  capita  for  same 61  90 

Yearly  cost  per  capita  for  the  industrial  school  for  girls 106  86 

Yearly  cost  of  salaries  and  wages  for  same  |K»r  capita 29  02 

This  includes  clothing,  books,  tuition,  and  all  other 
expenses. 

The  Industrial  School  for  (Jirls  is  strictly  a  state  institu- 
tion, with  the  single  exception  that  the  ladies  of  Milwaukee 
manage  it  free  of  cost  to  the  state. 

That  it  is  managed  economically  the  above  figures  show. 
One  hundred  and  six  of  the  inmates  are  legally  commit- 
ted from  thirty  diff  iraii!;  C3anliie5. 

There  are  six  boarders,  four  half  charity  and  four  charity 
mmates  or  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  all  as  reported  on  the 
1st  day  of  October,  1881,  which  is  the  last  report  printed. 

The  managers  report  $812.50  collected,  a '*  charity  fund," 
which  would  at  least  pay  for  the  charity  inmates,  so  that 
senators  can  see  that  the  state  funds  are  not  used  to  support 
Milwaukee  paupers.  Those  girls,  as  we  understand,  were 
either  prostitutes  or  liable  to  become  sucli  in  consequence  of 
their  associations,  and  the  managers  of  the  Industrial  School 
for  Girls  are  doing  a  noble  work  in  rescuing  those  girls  from 
a  life  of  shame  and  fitting  them  to  become  useful  members 
of  Bocieiy. 

These  lady  managers  save  the  state  a  good  deal  more  than 
they  ask  for  repairs  and  improvements,  and  vour  committee 
can  see  no  reason  why  they  should  reconsider  their  action 
which  was  taken  after  an  exhaustive  examination,  and  beg 
leave  to  report  that  the  sum  at  first  recommended,  viz.: 
$3910.18  little  enough,  and  we  hope  the  amendment  will  not 
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be  adopted,  but  that  the  bill  will  be  passed  as  was  reconi- 
mendea  by  our  committee.

By  section  31,  article  4,  of  the  constitution,"  the  legislature 
is  prohibited  from  enacting  any  special  ov  private  law  in  the 
following  cases:  . 

7th.  For  granting  corporate  powers  or  privileges,  except 
cities." 

The  act  implies  that  the  corporation  in  question  has  per- 
formed corporate  acts  beyond  its  power.  (Otherwise  there 
would  be  no  occasion  for  such  legislation.  It  is  quite  clear 
that  the  legislature  could  not,  under  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision quoted,  grant  by  private  or  special  act  to  this  corpora- 
tion, the  authority  to  do  what  it  has  thus  done  without  au- 
thority, I  think  the  legislature  cannot  legalize  by  private  or 
special  act  corporate  acts  done  without  authority,  where  it 
could  not  hy  private  or  special  act  have  authorized  in  the 
first  instance  such  acts. 

Legislative  cure  of  an  invalid  act  relates  back  to  the 
doing  of  the  act,  and  is  equivalent  in  law  to  original  author- 
itv. 

"  That  is  to  say,  ratification  carries  present  ascent  back  to 
the  time  of  the  thing  ratified."  Kimball  vs.  Rosendale,  42 
Wis.,  414.

The  committee  appointed  to  report  appropriate  resolutions 
in  view  of  the  sudden  and  unexpected  demise  of  the  Hon. 
Timothy  O.  Howe,  have  directed  me  to  report  the  following: 

Another  prominent  citizen  of  our  state,  one  of  the  galaxy 
of  eminent  statesmen  who  have  shed  lustre  upon  the  name 
of  Wisconsin  during  the  most  eventful  period  in  the  annals 
of  this  great  nation,  has  been  called  away  from  the  scenes  of 
this  earthly  life. 

Timothy  O.  Howe  is  no  more  —  he  breathed  his  last  on 
Sunday,  the  25th  inst.  —  his  illness  was  neither  long  nor 
painful,  but  his  decease  has  sent  a  thrill  of  pain  through  the 
nation,  and  the  more  intense  because  so  unexpected. 

He  served  his  state  long  and  well  as  circuit  judge,  as  chief 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  and  as  Unite^  States  senator 
for  eighteen  years,  achieving  a  rare  distinction  in  the  politi- 
cal history  of  this  country,  both  in  length  of  service  in  that 
august  body  and  in  the  rank  he  took  as  a  statesman  and 
patriot.  His  latter  years  were  still  in  public  em- 
ploy, from  being  the  honored  servant  of  the  state  he  became 
one  of  the  advisors  of  the  nation,  and  now,  that 
he  has  been  so  suddenly  called  away  by  the  grim  monster, 
death,  he  has  left  behind  him  the  record  of  a  long  and 
eventful  public  life  free  from  stain,  untouched  by  even  the 
slightest  breath  of  suspicion,  and  which  may  well  be  held  up 
to  rising  generation  of  Americans  for  their  admiration  and 
guidance.    Be  it,  therefore. 

Resolved  That  this  senate  sincerely  deplores  the  death  of 
our  distinguished  fellow-citizen,  and  feels  sure  in  giving  ex- 
pression to  the  sentiments  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin  in  de- 
claring his  loss  to  be  a  public  calamity,  one  which  will  be 
felt  by  the  whole  nation. 

Resolved,  That  our  warmest  sympathy  and  heartfelt 
condolence  is  hereby  tendered  to  the  family  of  the  deceased 
in  their  sad  bereavement,

esssion  w^e  are  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  distinguished 
citizen  of  our  beloved  commonwealth.  Twice  within  the 
period  of  a  few  days  has  the  angel  of  death  spread  his  sable

wing  casting  a  gloom  over  our  entire  state,  and  filling  the 
hearts  of  her  people  with  sadness. 

But  yesterday  were  the  emblems  of  sorrow  removed  from 
the  chambers  of  this  house,  and  to-day  they  are  again  draped 
in  mourning. 

Again  upon  Wisconsins  capitol  is  seen  the  national  flag  at 
half  mast. 

Melancholy  tokens  of  state  and  national  bereavement 
forcibly  remind  us,  sir.  of  the  truth  that  *'  in  the  midst  of 
life  we"  are  in  death." 

General  Howe,  the  ripe  scholar,  the  eminent  jurist,  the 
honest  statesman  is  dead. 

Sir,  I  may  not  hope  by  any  words  that  I  am  able  to  utter, 
to  add  luster  to  the  name  of  Timothy  O.  Howe,  a  name  so 
prominent  in  our  state  and  national  history,  a  name  carved 
oy  himself  so  A /r/A  i^^3.  amongst  the  noblest  upon  America's 
pillar  of  fame.  A  name  fit  to  be  written  side  by  side  with 
those  of  Lincoln  and  Garfield,  of  Carpenter,  Washburn  and 
Smith.  He  was  a  strong  and  convincing  speaker,  a  clear 
and  logical  reasoner,  a  true  and  tried  patriot.  Well,  sir,  do 
I  remember,  in  those  dark  days  of  the  rebellion,  when  our 
Union  was  in  peril,  that  the  nation  sought  and  heeded,  and 
profited  by  his  sage  advise.  Others  who  are  more  familiar 
with,  can  better  speak  of  his  personal  traits  of  character. 
I  will  only  say,  that  in  personal  appearance  and  manner 
he  reminded  one  of  that  great  Kentuckian,  who  earned  in 
American  politics  the  enviable  title  "  The  Great  Commoner.'' 

Mf\  President,  The  voice  of  Howe  will  be  heard  no  more 
upon  earth.  His  wise  counsel  will  never  again  guide  and 
direct  affairs  of  state,  but  he  has  left  us  his  g^lorious  record. 

Well  mav  this  state,  and  well  may  this  nation,  lament  the 
loss  of  such  a  man.  \Visconsin  will  ever  cherish  the  memory 
of  him  she  so  delighted  to  honor  in  life,  who  so  faithfully 
kept  all  the  great  trusts  she  committed  to  his  care,  and  who 
honored  her  in  every  position  he  was  called  to  fill. 

Honor  to  the  memory,  and  peace  to  the  ashes  of  the  illus- 
trious dead.    Senators  let  us  emulate  his  virtues. 


Senator  Hudd  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Senators: — For  the  second  time  during 
our  session  of  1883  we  are  called  to  voice  a  general  sorrow, 
not  only  the  mournful  part  of  a  single  state,  but  now  a 
volume  of  reverential  funeral  honors  due  a  statesman  whose 
fame  and  name  is  linked  in  death  as  was  his  life's  walk  — 
with  the  imperishable  of  the  history  of  his  country — the 
triumph  of  the  union,  the  constitution  and  the  law.  The 
resolutions  we  now  adopt,  and  in  a  faint 
second  to  their  substance  and  intent;  I  now  for  a  mo- 
ment claim  your  indulgence  cannot  add  to  his  greatness,  but 
may,  nay  must,  in  some  measure  testify  to  that  immense 
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audience  that  even  now  are  hushed  and  thrilled  at  the  too 
sudden  fall  of  the  curtain  on  that  last  grand  act  of  a  life's 
drama  —  closed  in  the  view  of  fifty  millions  of  the  living — 
with  his  white  robes  of  office  on.  A  cabinet  minister,  mas- 
ter of  the  mail  service  that  bears  its  daily  missives  of  love 
or  grief  —  fortunes  or  honors  —  a  judge  whose  word  was  law 
unobscured  and  impartially  announced  —  a  federal  senator 
for  a  generation  almost  of  time;  in  which  period  the 
great  stake  was:  the  ''Union  of  the  States  —  one 
and  indivisible" — for  he  had  sat  at  the  political  feet  of  a 
Webster,  and  a  Clay,  until  his  whole  soul  and  each  fiber  of 
his  tall  manhood  rose  in  an  indignant  protest  against  both 
a  vandal  in  his  political  family  or  out  of  it,  who  dared  to 
approach  his  white  sheet  of  honor  with  the  dark  hand  of  Se- 
cession; a  heresy  thinly  disguised  as  State  Rights,  and  he  more 
than  out-Ceasered  Ceaser  in  his  refusal  of  a  senator's  robes 
here  tendered  when  coupled  with  the  stain  of  even  theo- 
retical disloyalty — a  nation  without  a  right  arm  to  defend  it. 
— a  plenipotentiary  to  the  old  world  he  bore  to  those  sage, 
grave  men  he  met  in  financial  counsel  the  fresh  imprint  of 
the  new  world  potent  of  a  later  nobility — a  noble  man 
who  done  honor  to  the  home  sovereigns  who  delegated  him — 
the  American  people. 

And  so  we  may  trace  him  from  the  pine  woods  and  rush- 
ing streams  of  his  native  state  of  Maine,  to  the  grander 
pine  fields  and  wilder  rushing  rivers  of  Wisconsin,  that  oiilv 
a  little  week  ago  welcomed  to  his  nortJiern  for  a  brief  visit 
of  business  ana  official  relaxion,  the  Postmaster  General  of 
the  United  States  —  for  eighteen  years  before  our  commis- 
sioned senator — for  over  thirty -eight  years  a  fellow^ -citizen  of 
the  state.  The  friend  of  every  honest  hand  throughout  the 
land.  Your  minister  of  the  postal  service,  our  senator  of  the 
dark  and  bright  davs  of  a  purified  republic;  my  neighbor. 
When  in  vonder  darkened  citv  where  he  shall  be  lain  in 
earth  —  Timothv  ().  Howe  of  W  isconsin.  now  dead. 

Judge  Howe,  as  I  liked,  and  most  of  those  who  know  him 
first  as  acircuitcourtjudgeandsupreme  court  judge,  were  ac- 
customed to  call  him,  even  after  other  and  more  sounding  titles 
were  added  to  those  of  "  Your  Honor," — Judge  Howe  was  a 
great  man.  I  doubt  if  Wisconsin  has  yet  furnished  his  equal, 
all  things  being  considered.  We  have  had  eminent  gentle- 
men who  represented  our  state  at  home  and  abroad;  some 
are  living,  others  dead.  Of  the  living  it  would  be  improper 
now  to  speak.  Of  the  dead  who  w^ere  commissioned  by  the 
Badger  State,  we  can  now  call  a  glorious  roll — names  that  do 
and  must  adorn  the  pages  of  our  country's  history. 

Governors,  senators,  representatives  in  congress,  judges, 
savants  and  authors,  a  long  line  of  noble  and  great  names  the 
world  will  not  willingly  or  gratefully  let  die;  but  high  above 
them  all  seems  to  be  a  seer  for  the  future,  and  reach  the 
name  of  Wisconsin's  longest-in-office  senator,  her  second 
cabinet  minister  and  her  always  first  citizen,  counting  by 
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his  deeds  and  not  his  a^e,  to  make  him  the  premier  among 
his  kind  He  was  great  m  thought,  he  was  greater  at  times 
in  acts. 

His  great  speeches  while  in  congress  will  be  better  under- 
stood ten  years  hence  or  before,  when  we  hope  and  believe 
some  hand  equal  to  the  task  shall  collect  the  literary  remains 
of  our  illustrious  dead  cCnd  give  them  such  a  fame  as  their 
glowing  periods  and  rich  sentences  deserve.  There  was 
always  amid  his  most  serious  coloring  of  logic  and  facts  a 
vein  of  humor  that  was,  so  to  speak,  pathos  amid  dimples — 
smiles  that  chased  away  the  tears  born  of  the  earnest  and  the 
thoughtful  purpose.  Perhaps  they  have  not  seen  him  at 
his  best  who  have  not  seen  him  at  the  lecture  desk,  when 
for  the  nonce  the  cares  and  gravity  of  the  state  was  lain 
aside  and  in  the  fertile  fields  of  ancient,  middle  or  our 
modern  eras  he  showed  the  students'  blade  of  real  Damascus, 
filling  the  subject  as  well  as  his  hearers  with  the  sparks  of 
wit,  sense  and  all  mention  of  the  master  who  discussed  the 
topic.  But  here  I  may  not  linger  —  his  eulogv  hereafter  to 
be  pronounced  we  trust  will  do  the  great  man  and  his  great 
works  full  justice  —  in  this  direction  I  must  be  both  brief  and 
frenevaX.  To  be  truly  great  is  vouchsafed  to  but  few:  but 
when  to  the  laureled  greatness  is  also  added  goodness  of 
heart  and  soul  —  the  pure  mind  in  the  white  soul  and  body — 
he  is  indeed  the  favorite  of  the  Gods  and  the  envy  of  the 
mortals. 

Timothy  ().  Howe  had  a  character  among  men  as  white 
as  the  parchment  whereon  we  trace  our  laws.  On  that  stain- 
less pomt,  his  open  brow  and  clear  eye,  the  hand  of  man  has 
not  with  truth  traced  one  act  that  can  render  him  less  an 
American.  Bound  like  him  of  old,  when  shielded  by  the 
glorious  motto,  "A  knight  without  fear  and  without  re- 
proach." 

Senators: — I  may  not  now  forget.  You  shall  share  with 
me  the  grand  privilege  of  carrying  the  recollection  also. 
When,  at  the  close  of  his  senatorial  term  in  1880,  Judge 
Howe  came  back  to  hv^  home,  and  without  distinction  of 
party  his  neighbors  and  follow  citizens  of  Oreen  Bay  had 
assembled  in  one  of  the  principal  halls  of  the  city  to 
tender  to  the  ex-senator  that  welcome  and  meed  of  praise 
his  eighteen  years  of  of  public  service  had  earned  him  —  the 
speech  of  the  hero  of  that  hour  who  literally  then  threw  him- 
sielf  upon  the  bosom  of  his  friends  in  glad  earnest  —  that  he 
was  at  home  once  more.  The  senator  then  thought  that  he 
was  through  with  public  life,  and  to  those  there  assembled  he 
Mve  a  rapid  and  glowing  account  of  his  stewardship  and  of 
his  desire  for  rest  in  that  haven  which  is  always  and 
ever,  for  the  true  man  —  his  richest  kingdom — Home.  I 
shall  not  forget,  as  he  stood  before  us  and  pointed  his  hand 
toward  a  point  of  the  compass  familiar  to  all  his  hearers,  as 
he  said  in  effect,  "Yonder  do  I  expect,  when  life's  race 
is  run,  with  me  to  lav  me  down,  with  those  I  love  who 
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proceed  or  follow  me;  as  in  life  I  have  made  my  home 
amonff  you,  so  in  death's  sleep  I  shall  be  her6  at  home  still/' 

So  snail  it  be — even  as  he  spoke —  not  a  half  a  year  ago  he 
with  loving  and  a  tender  hand  laid  in  that  same  earth 
opened  for  him  now,  the  companion  of  his  youth,  the 
sharer  of  his  fame  of  riper  years,  the  honored  mother  of  his 
children.  It  was  to  Woodland,  our  sflent  city  of  the  dead,  his 
hand  pointed  on  that  night  of  -welcome.  They  shall  have  him 
there  to  sleep,  the  Easter  morning  sleep  that  fell  upon  him 
perhaps  ladened  with  the  incense  From  a  million  of  Christian 
altars  with  flowers  decked  for  a  living  Christ,  that  the 
Easter  songs  that  may  have  swelled  to  his  fast  deadening 
ear  —  proclaimed  had  arisen,  as  we  trust  his  unsullied  soul 
if  souls  arise,  has  reached  the  haven  that  would  not  be 
home  for  him  without  that  patient  saint  he  so  quickly  fol- 
followed. 

Senators,  if  he  nas  gone  out  from  amongst  us,  so  must  we 
likewise  go  —  but  gone,  let  it  not  be  said  of  him  as  did  say 
the  long  dream- wakened  one  of  the  legend  of  the  Catskill 
Mountains,  "  How  soon  we  are  forgot  when  we  are  gone." 
I  would  fain  remember  him  as  I  can  now  picture  him  in  his 
life  and  conversation.  Best  is  he  pictured  to  us,  at  least  in 
later  years,  as  did  a  correspondent  of  some  Washington 
paper,  who  wrote;  I  believe  it  was  a  woman  who  so  de- 
scribed him: 

**  Yonder  see  the  senior  senator  from  Wisconsin,  his  head 
is  white,  his  face  is  clean — eternal  winter  settles  on  his  head 
but  everlasting  summer  dwells  in  his  face.'' 

I  may  use  the  poet's  words  now  with  a  single  alteration: 

**  My  illustrious  neighbor,  gone  Ijefore, 
To  that  unknown  and  silent  shore; 
Shall  we  not  meet  as  heretofore. 
Some  summer  morning  ?  "

Any  county  in  this  state  which  has  incurred 
expense  bv  erecting  new  buildings  or  enlarging  those  al- 
ready buift  exj)ressly  for  the  better  accommodation  and  care 
of  the  chronic  insane,  may  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  bill,  report  to  the  governor  of  the  state 
the  amount  of  money  thus  expended  by  said  county. 

Section  2.  The  state  shall  pay  to  all  such  counties  the 
sum  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cost"  of  such  new  buildings  or 
additions  to  old  buildings  erected  by  such  counties  for  the 
proper  care  of  their  chronic  insane. 
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Section  3.  Such  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  state  in 
the  following  manner:  The  state  treasurer  shall  place  to 
the  credit  of  all  counties  that  have  erected  new  buildings  or 
made  additions  to  old  ones  and  which  shall  report  such  fact 
to  the  governor  as  aforesaid,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  entire  cost  of  such  building  or  addition  on 
the  books  of  the  state  treasurer  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  1884,  which  sum  shall  be  an  offset  to  the  state  tax 
of  1883,  levied  against  such  counties  for  the  full  amount  of 
the  fifty  per  cent,  credited  to  such  counties;  provided  that  no 
single  county  be  credited  with  a  greater  amount  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars  or  no  greater  sum  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  insane  person  thus  pro- 
vided for;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  such  sum  or  sums 
shall  be  credited  to  any  county  which  has  already  received 
from  the  state  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  erection  of  its 
insane  asylum,  or  which  has  not  devoted  such  building  or 
addition  expressly  to  the  use  and  care  of  the  chronic  insane. 

Section  4.  To  ascertain  the  cost  of  such  addition  or  build- 
ing, the  governor  shall  appoint  one  man,  and  the  county 
board  where  such  building  or  addition  shall  have  been 
erected  another  man,  and  they  two  shall  examine  such 
buildings  or  additions,  and  all  contracts  and  bills  for  erect- 
ing the  same,  and  if  there  shall  be  any  disagreement  be- 
tween them  in  refiard  to  the  true  cost  thereof  they  shall 
choose  a  third  man,  and  when  they  have  determined  the  full 
cost  thereof  they  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  governor  and 
secretary  of  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  then  direct 
the  state  treasurer  to  place  fifty  per  cent  of  the  amount  so 
certified  to  the  credit  of  such  county  in  the  manner  so 
directed. 

Section  5.  All  counties  in  this  state  which  shall  hereafter 
care  for  their  chronic  insane  in  accordance  with  such  rules, 
and  regulations  as  the  state  board  of  charities  and  reform 
may  prescribe,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  state 
treasurer  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  week  for 
each  insane  person  thus  actually  cared  for,  said  payment  to 
be  made  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  by  the 
state  treasurer,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the 
said  insane  are  cared  for,  and  the  said  county  treasurer  shall 

five  his  receipt  for  the  same.  Upon  the  certificate  of  the 
oard  of  trustees  of  the  said  county  asylum  being  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state  in  regard  to  the  amount  due  said 
county,  said  secretary  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
such  amount  upon  the  state  treasurer. 

Section  6.  All  such  county  asylums  for  the  care  of  the  in- 
sane shall  be  controlled  by  a  board  of  trustees,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall 
beelected  by  the  county  board  in  each  county,  and  all  of 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  resident  tax  payers  in  the 
county  in  which  they  are  to  act.  They  shall  meet  at  the 
asylum  or  at  the  county  seat  as  often  as  may  be  necessary 
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for  the  proper  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  per  diem  and  mileage  as  members  of  the  county  board 
of  supervisors  now  receive  by  law.  They  shall  organize  at 
their  first  meeting  by  electing  one  of  their  number  president, 
one  secretary  and  one  treasurer,  the  treasurer  to  give  good 
and  sufficient  bond  to  the  county  board  of  supervisors  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  and  proper  dis- 
bursement of  anv  money  that  may  come  into  his  hands.  They 
shall  choose  by  lot  at  their  first  meeting  which  of  them  shall 
hold  their  offices  respectively  one,  two  and  three  years, 
and  thereafter  every  election  or  appointment  shall  be  for  the 
term  of  three  years  unless  sooner  removed.  The  governor 
shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  appointments  he  makes  and  the 
county  board  in  those  they  make.  They  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  governor  the  number  of  insane  persons  cared 
for  in  their  respective  counties  during  the  year  ending  the 
30th  of  September,  and  they  shall  also  report  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  patients,  the  number  received  and  discharged  and 
the  number  of  deaths,  and  such  other  information  as  they 
may  deem  important,  or  may  be  required  of  them.  They 
shall  employ  a  general  supermtendent  of  the  building  an& 
cause  him  to  keep  a  suitable  register  and  books  of  account, 
who  shall  have  special  supervision  of  the  building  and  in- 
mates. The  trustees  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  such  county  asylum,  not  inconsistent 
with  law,  as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  in- 
stitution.
